Ammiano 
in the 9th

Y ou gotta hand it to Tom Ammi¬ 
ano. 

He’s nobody’s patsy. 

“I’ve seen some very heinous ac¬ 
tions on the part of this board, and 
even this mayor,” Ammiano told the 
standing-room- 
only crowd last 
Thursday 
evening. 

“Well, I’m a 
tough old queen.” 

Less than a 
year after his 
quixotic quest to 
take the mayor’s 
office from 
Willie Brown 
ended in defeat, 
the openly gay 
president of the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors is up and running 
again. But in this race - his first as a 
supervisorial candidate under the 
newly reinstituted district elections - 
most observers expect Ammiano to 
have less of a challenge on his hands. 

“I’d like to think my chances are 
good,” the supervisor quipped, perhaps 
feigning modesty before the dozens of 
jovial supporters gathered for a July 27 
campaign kickoff in the back lot of the 
Mission District’s El Rio nightclub. 

First elected to the board in 1994, 
the progressive Ammiano became its 
reigning president when he was re¬ 
elected with the greatest number of 
votes citywide in 1998. Now a seasoned 
civic activist, he was also the top vote- 
getter in the 1990 San Francisco Board 
of Education race, and served terms as 
its president and vice president. 

But it was last fall, when he dueled 
incumbent Mayor Willie L. Brown Jr. 
for the city’s biggest political enchila¬ 
da that Ammiano proved the depth 
and breadth of his support among 
San Francisco voters. Ultimately, it 
may have been only Ammiano’s delay 
in deciding to throw down the glove, 
and belatedly enter the race that 
doomed his chances of winning the 
mayor’s office. 

“Miraculous,” read the headlines 
after the general election, when the 
schoolteacher-cum-supervisor’s grass¬ 
roots write-in insurgency knocked out 
a slew of other mayoral hopefuls, tak¬ 
ing out a couple of the big boys of San 
Francisco politics, including a mil¬ 
lionaire and a former mayor. 

The chief architect of San Francis¬ 
co’s groundbreaking equal benefits or¬ 
dinance, which requires companies 
doing business with the city to offer 
benefits to domestic partners of em¬ 
ployees if they offer those benefits to 
employees’ spouses, Ammiano has been 
an outspoken leader on gay and lesbian 
civil rights, as well as HIV/AIDS issues. 

But the New Jersey native’s gayness 
did not define his campaign for 
mayor, nor has it defined his tenure 
on the board of supervisors.

not hate crime laws

W ould the average lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
or transgender person support a law 
that punishes thoughts and feelings? 
Would LGBT people support sentencing a 
person with HIV to attempted murder for 
spitting at somebody because a prosecutor de¬ 
cided to assign intent to that person’s actions? 
That is exactly what would happen under the 
overwhelmingly popular, seemingly pro-gay 
proposed and existing hate crimes laws in 
America, according to a growing number of 
queer activists around the country. 

You don’t have to tow the conservative line 
that “all crimes are hate 
crimes” to be opposed to 
hate crimes legislation, as 
many progressive LGBT ac¬ 
tivists are demonstrating. 

The push for hate crimes 
legislation is a right-wing 
political tool that could ulti¬ 
mately be used against les¬ 
bians, gays, bisexuals, trans¬ 
genders, the poor, and eth¬ 
nic minorities, say LGBT 
people who object to or feel 
shaky about “enhanced 
penalties” for those accused 
of targeting minority vic¬ 
tims. The reasons to reject 
such measures, they say, are 
not because hate crimes 
don’t exist, but because the laws give the state 
the power to assign intent to a person’s ac¬ 
tions, and in the end, those accused and sen¬ 
tenced will perpetuate the prison industry’s 
disproportionate makeup of LGBTs and racial

Cheney's 

lesbian 

connection

M ary Cheney last week became a hot 
topic not only in the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender community but 
around the country as the lesbian daughter 
of one of the most conservative men in pol¬ 
itics, Republican vice presidential nominee 
Dick Cheney. And, while Mary Cheney, 31, 
sat with her parents during this week’s Re¬ 
publican National Convention in Philadel¬ 
phia, gays were praising her as open-minded 
and ready to help during her tenure as a cor¬ 
porate relations manager targeting the LGBT 
community at Coors Brewing Company. 

Coors has had a checkered and some¬ 
times hostile relationship with gays that 
stretches back to the 1970s, though in recent 
years the company has established a gay and 
lesbian employee association and given hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars to gay groups 
across the country. But sometimes the 
money isn’t welcome'; in San Francisco, for 
example, the LGBT Community Center Pro¬

minorities. The laws also wind up pitting one 
minority group against another, they point 
out, as seen in many criminal trials where 
prosecutors bend over backwards to gain po¬ 
litical points with one group, and run con¬ 
trary to both gay history and human rights in 
valuing one group of people over another. 

“Enhanced criminal penalties rely on a 
criminal-justice system that is racist and is in¬ 
creasingly punitive ... and there is no assur¬ 
ance that the hate-crimes legislation would 
not be used against the same group of people 
that it is supposedly intended to protect,” said 
Carolina Cordero Dyer in a recent New York 
Newsday op-ed piece. The writer is a board 
member of Brooklyn’s Audre Lorde Project, 
an LGBT center for people 
of color. “Supporting en¬ 
hanced criminalization of 
hate crime drives a wedge 
between the lesbian-gay-bi- 
sexual-transgender move¬ 
ment and social justice- 
prison reform movements 
working toward reduced re¬ 
liance on incarceration to 
solve complicated social 
problems. We can find effec¬ 
tive ways to reduce violence 
!J against our communities 
without relying on en¬ 
hanced criminalization.” 

There are many LGBT 
people who would agree 
with justice system reform 
and yet still support hate crimes laws. Terry 
Person, executive director of Community 
United Against Violence, and a lesbian of 
color, agrees that the prison industry and po-

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Gay District 8 supe 
candidate wants power

ow,” Shawn O’Hearn replied, 
“-er.” 

“Pow-er, power, power,” 
he emphasized, asked why he’s 
running for supe. 

In March, O’Hearn, 37, was 
elected to the San Francisco De¬ 
mocratic County Central Com¬ 
mittee, his First elected position 
since he was president of his high 
school student council. 

And this November, the six- 
year resident of the Duboce Tri¬ 
angle area will make his third con¬ 
secutive attempt at winning a big¬ 
ger piece the city’s political power 
pie, as one of 11 members of the 
San Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors. 

It will be O’Hearn’s first run 
under the district elections sys¬ 
tem, as it is for incumbent Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno, as well as six 
others seeking the privilege of rep¬ 
resenting the voters of the 8th 
District. 

O’Hearn reports that so far he 
has about $3,500 in small dona¬ 
tions to support his current race. 
He formally kicked off his cam¬ 
paign last Saturday, July 29, with a 
small event at his home. 

In both previous supervisorial 
races, O’Hearn raised and spent 
less than $1,000, garnering 8,600 
votes in 1996, and nearly 18,000 
votes two years ago. And for his 
successful run earlier this year for 
the DCCC, O’Hearn said he “did¬ 
n’t spend a penny and didn’t get 
any political club or newspaper 
endorsements,” attributing his 
10,944 votes to traditional door- 
to-door campaigning. 

There are a lot of gays and les¬ 
bians - a higher proportion than 
any other city district - among the 
51,000 voters of District 8, which 
includes Twin Peaks-Corona 
Heights, Duboce-Reverse Trian¬ 
gle, Castro-Dolores Heights, Noe 
Valley, Diamond Heights, and 
Glen Park. 

And of the eight candidates 
running for the seat, at least half 
are openly gay or lesbian, includ¬ 
ing O’Hearn, Leno, Eileen 
Hansen, and Gary Virginia. 

But O’Hearn said it’s not good 
enough to be just gay or lesbian. 
He believes the district needs male 
leadership. 

“To be honest, I think we 
should have a gay man,” O’Hearn 
said, adding that, “Lesbians can 
represent us on other levels.” He 
noted that San Francisco Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden is a les¬ 
bian, for example. 

Of course, incumbent Leno 
also is a man, but O’Hearn said 
that he is the best candidate “be¬ 


cause I am the smartest.” 

“I don’t want to dethrone him, 
I want him to move up. I just 
think it’s time for [Leno] to move 
on,” O’Hearn said. “I don’t think 
he’s doing a good job.” 

O’Hearn, who works as an 
HIV prevention educator, served 
until recendy as a member of the 
city’s HIV Prevention Planning 
Council, which oversees federal 
spending on HIV prevention pro¬ 
grams in San Francisco. During 
his two-year tenure on the HPPC, 
O’Hearn distinguished himself as 
a strong advocate for lifting the 
city’s ban on enclosed spaces in 
bathhouses serving gay clientele. 
The HPPC agreed, voting to rec¬ 
ommend scrapping the policy - 
only to be overruled by Mitch 
Katz, director of the Department 
of Public Health. 

The candidate also worked on 
the council to shift more of the 
city’s $10 million in federal HIV 
prevention dollars to programs 
targeting gay white men, com¬ 
plaining that the city was spend¬ 
ing too much on HIV prevention 
programs for women and people 
of color, given their relatively low 
representation in the city’s HIV 
population. 

“I felt that not enough money 
was going to gay organizations,” 
O’Hearn told the B.A.R. “Every¬ 
one comes with hands open and 
what happens in terms of priori¬ 
ty-setting is that funding for gay 
men is low, very low.” 

A 1986 graduate of the Univer¬ 
sity of San Diego with a degree in 
political science, O’Hearn cur- 
rendy works at City College of San 
Francisco in the HIV/STD Educa¬ 
tion Office training peer educators 
in HIV/STD prevention. 

In addition to providing posi¬ 
tion papers on a number of com¬ 


munity issues, O’Hearn’s Web site 
(www.ohearn4supervisor.com) 
stated that he is past co-chair of 
the Lavender Caucus for Local 790 
Service Employees International 
Union, and also belongs to a host 
of neighborhood and environ¬ 
mental groups, and Democratic 
clubs. 

Notably, it does not mention 
his active membership in at least 
one local group: ACT UP/San 
Francisco. O’Hearn said he joined 
“recently,” adding that he was first 
inspired by the group when at¬ 
tending an infamous 1996 event 
on that year’s supervisorial race, 
during which members of the 
group threw used cat litter at the 
moderator, San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation Executive Director 
Pat Christen. 

“I’d never seen anything like 
it,” he said. While noting that he 
does not support violent behavior, 
he said that he was angry at the 
forum’s sponsors for excluding 
him from the podium. 

The local ACT UP chapter is 
an HIV “dissident” group, holding 
that AIDS is caused by factors 
other than HIV, and that HIV 
drugs are toxic poison. Although 
O’Hearn has supported the latter 
position, the HIV prevention 
worker would not say whether or 
not he believes that HIV causes 
AIDS. 

“Over the years I’ve had so 
many friends and lovers die of 
AIDS as it’s currently defined,” said 
O’Hearn. He explained that he be¬ 
came angry about the issue after 
testing positive himself in 1986 - 
and then negative on a confirma¬ 
tory test. He has not taken the test 
again. “It’s just that as a gay man in 
this society, I’m still wondering 
whether the accurate information 
is being given to us.” Y 
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State tax laws will 
honor your LGBT family

on your state tax forms if you are 
a lesbian, gay, bisexual, or trans¬ 
gender parent supporting your al¬ 
ternative family. You don’t even 
have to be the legal adoptive par¬ 
ent, nor the one who has given 
birth to your child. 

The California Board of Equal¬ 
ization voted 3-2 on July 26 to up¬ 
hold the right of LGBT people to 
receive tax credit for their finan¬ 
cial roles at home. The vote was 
the result of the “Appeal of Helmi 
Hisserich,” a motion brought be¬ 
fore BOE by member Johan Klehs 
that protested a lesbian’s inability 
to declare “head of household” on 
her 1997 state taxes despite the 
fact that she supported her family. 
In that case, the taxpayer and her 
partner agreed that her partner 
would stop working and bear 
their child by artificial insemina¬ 
tion, the two women would share 
joint parenting responsibilities, 
and the taxpayer would continue 
working to provide financial sup¬ 
port for the family. The couple’s 
daughter carries the taxpayer’s as 
well as the partner’s last name, but 
second-parent adoption proceed¬ 
ings had not been finalized by the 
time it was tax filing season for 
that year. Despite being together 
for 10 years, the couple could not 


file taxes jointly because they 
could not marry, but at the same 
time, the taxpayer could not de¬ 
clare “head of household” because 
vague wording had been inter¬ 
preted to mean that her child 
must either be legally adopted or 
biological. 

Last week’s ruling stops that 
discrimination, according to 
Klehs, and recognizes the addi¬ 
tional obstacles faced by LGBT 
parents. 


“This decision ensures ‘head of 
household’ filing status for quali¬ 
fying families, regardless of their 
sexual orientation,” Klehs told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “Ultimately the 
questions for me came down to: 
who would the child consider to 
be its parents, who would the par¬ 
ents consider to be their child, and 
what does the law say about ‘head 
of household’ status? Clearly this 


woman met all of the criteria.” 

A “head of household” taxpay¬ 
er means that the person is un¬ 
married, lives with his/her child 
more than half the year, and pro¬ 
vides more than 50 percent of the 
household finances. 

“The law, while it calls for a son 
or daughter to be involved, gives 
no definition beyond that,” said 
Klehs, who battled those who in¬ 
sisted that the child be biological. 
Interestingly, while it always helps 


for an LGBT parent to have start¬ 
ed the adoption process where 
“head of household” claims are 
concerned, it helps in the adop¬ 
tion process to be already declared 
as “head of household” as well. 

BOE members Kathleen Con¬ 
nell and John Chiang joined Klehs 
in approving the measure; Repub¬ 
licans Dean Andal and Claude 
Parrish were opposed. V

Two separate crowds 
address HIV controversies

T is the season to mistrust the 
AIDS infrastructure, or so 
this week’s political agenda 
indicates. The public is invited to 
participate in two gatherings in¬ 
tended to get answers to confus¬ 
ing data and unveil the secrecy 
behind funding at both the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health and the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, San Francisco’s Center 
for AIDS Prevention Studies and 
AIDS Research Institute. Both 
events were inspired by the recent 
article about a DPH report in the 
San Francisco Chronicle that HIV 
cases in San Francisco had in¬ 
creased to 900; DPH officials later 
recanted that statement in the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Kicking off the confrontation 
will be a demonstration at 
USCF’s CAPS this Monday, Au¬ 
gust 7 from noon to 1 p.m. A 
news conference and picket line 
will take place at 74 New Mont¬ 
gomery Street (at Market) to 
“protest against the secrecy and 
duplicity at CAPS and ARI.” Sun¬ 
flowers will be presented to offi¬ 
cials of both entities to represent 
the need to adhere to the sun¬ 
shine ordinance. 

According to a press release is¬ 
sued by Michael Petrelis, the 
demonstration organizer, the two 
programs receive roughly $68 
million annually from public 
agencies yet refuse to hold public 
meetings to explain how they’re 
spending it. By comparison, said 
Petrelis, even the highly contro¬ 
versial San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation is more accountable to the 
public. Petrelis also accused ac¬ 
tivist Jeff Sheehy of hypocrisy for 
being a longtime proponent of 
opening the financial books of 
other AIDS organizations, yet 
also working as the communica¬ 
tions director for CAPS and ARI. 

Sheehy, speaking for himself 
and not as a representative of 
UCSF, dismissed the charge, cit¬ 
ing the difference in applicable 
rules between private nonprofits 
and state bodies like UCSF. CAPS 
and ARI will issue their own-re-

sponses later in the week, but for 
now Sheehy says he is enjoying 
the personal publicity. 

“To be honest I’m extremely 
grateful to Petrelis for highlight¬ 
ing my role in the sunshine ordi¬ 
nance,” said Sheehy. “I intend to 
meet him with roses. Sunflowers 
are nice but I think he gets the 
better end of the deal.” 

Nevertheless, people will gath¬ 
er to demand of Sheehy’s organi¬ 
zations what he has sometimes 
demanded of private nonprofits: 
1) that CAPS and ARI hold 
monthly public meetings to ex¬ 
plain its research and findings; 2) 
that the two bodies disclose all 
contracts and protocols; 3) that 
they release data pertaining to 
salaries and compensation pack¬ 
ages of all employees making 
over $50,000 a year; and 4) that 
they establish a community advi¬ 
sory board, composed of at least 
50 percent of community mem¬ 
bers who don’t work for the AIDS 
industry. 

Of particular concern to Pe¬ 
trelis is Dr. Willi McFarland’s re¬ 
lationship with CAPS. McFarland 
is the DPH health official who 
originally told the Chronicle that 
San Francisco’s HIV rates had 
soared to a “sub-Saharan” level, 
then backpedaled on that figure 
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in a subsequent interview with 
the B.A.R. Petrelis said he re¬ 
quested the figures to back up 
McFarland’s report but was de¬ 
nied access to that information. 

“Shouldn’t the gay communi¬ 
ty and the entire city have access 
to the scientific proof and num¬ 
bers behind such an outrageous 
statement?” said Petrelis. “I say 
yes.” 

Hearing Wednesday 

Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano believes so 
as well. 

Ammiano is holding a public 
hearing this Wednesday, August 
9, to get some much needed clar¬ 
ity on the now-muddled HIV sta¬ 
tistics in San Francisco. DPH’s 
Dr. Mitch Katz and CAPS’s Dr. 
Tom Coates will attend to present 
their findings and answer ques¬ 
tions so as to make clear the HIV 
infection numbers in this city. 

“The reason that I’m holding 
the hearing is that the original 
statistics indicated an increase in 
HIV infection in San Francisco 
and the news caught on like wild¬ 
fire across the nation. But there 
has been some controversy about 
the accuracy of the report, and 
we want to find out what the de¬ 
finitive numbers are and give the 
community a clear idea of what’s 
truly happening,” Ammiano told 
the B.A.R. 

“I think as many people as 
possible should show up to 


Wednesday’s hearing,” said Shee¬ 
hy, “Because we do have an HIV 
crisis on our hands.” 

Ammiano’s hearing will also 
examine how DPH spends HIV 
prevention funds by asking for 
details of current and future pre¬ 
vention programs at the depart¬ 
ment. Wednesday’s hearing is at 
11 a.m. in room 267, the com¬ 
mittee room, of City Hall. T

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The real Republicans 


T he people tuning in to the Republican 
National Convention in Philadelphia 
aren’t seeing the real Grand Old Party. 
Instead, the audience is being treated to an in¬ 
fomercial that is so scripted and devoid of sub¬ 
stance that it has become a sanitized version of 
the Republican Party. Texas Governor George 
W. Bush, who will be formally nominated 
tonight but whose position as the Republican 
presidential nominee was decided months ago, 
has gone to great lengths to avoid controversy, 
infighting, and public displays of unhappiness 
among the thousands of delegates. 

The Bush campaign reviewed each 
speaker’s remarks - all various disingenu¬ 
ous spins on the theme of “unity.” 

What’s so frustrating about all the glitz 
is that, underneath it all, the Republican 
Party is just as homophobic as ever. The 
party platform for 2000 contains the same 
anti-gay language as previous platforms: it 
defines marriage as being between a man 
and a woman, is against gays in the military, 
opposes nondiscrimination legislation for 
gays and lesbians, and praises the U.S. 
Supreme Court for allowing the Boy Scouts 
of America to ban gay troop leaders. The 
platform is still extreme in its position on 
abortion, calling for a constitutional 
amendment to outlaw the practice. 

When Arizona Congressman Jim Kolbe 
spoke in prime time Tuesday night, he made 
history by becoming the first openly gay 
elected official to address a GOP convention. 
Yet, he did not talk about gay rights; instead, 
he droned on about the importance of inter¬ 
national trade. Members of the Log Cabin 
Republicans called the fact that he was speak¬ 
ing a sign that Bush isn’t biased against gays. 
But they miss the point. If that were truly the 
case, Bush, who has managed to control vir¬ 
tually every aspect of this convention, would 
have put his foot down and demanded that 
the party platform committee excise some of 
the more anti-gay language from the docu¬ 
ment. That did not happen. Gay Republicans 
attending the convention excused Bush’s in¬ 
action by stating that Bush “doesn’t control 
every platform person in the country.” Hog- 
wash. If Bush were a true leader and true to 
his constant themes of inclusion and wel¬ 
coming “everyone” into the party, the plat¬ 
form would have been changed. 

Senator John McCain, the man whose 
“straight talk” nearly forced the Bush cara¬ 
van off the road during the primary season, 
also spoke Tuesday night. He rattled off a 


litany of groups supposedly welcomed by 
the GOP - women, independents, minori¬ 
ties; yet, he could not say, “gays and lesbians” 
or “people of any sexual orientation.” Why? 
Because the truth is that Republicans don’t 
want us and can’t stand us. 

And that truth was in evidence - 
albeit briefly - Tuesday during 
Kolbe’s short trade speech. About 
20 percent of the Texas delegation 
- Bush’s home state people who 
were seated right in front of the - 
podium - were so incensed that an 
openly gay man was addressing them 
that they talked about walking out of the 
convention hall. When Bush’s 
campaign people got wind of 
that, they went into overdrive, 
sending workers into the dele¬ 
gation to stave off such a public demonstra¬ 
tion that surely would have caught the atten¬ 
tion of the American people. Instead, when 
Kolbe started speaking, those diehard homo¬ 
phobes took off their cowboy hats and 
bowed their heads in silent protest. One even 
held up a sign proclaiming, “There is a way 
out,” evidently referring to the misguided be¬ 
lief of some in the religious right that homo¬ 
sexuals can be “cured” through faith. 



To a large extent, the silent protest did not 
make headlines, although CNN covered the 
dispute and showed the Bush workers - wear¬ 
ing orange hats with “W” emblazoned on 
them - frantically talking to delegates. Then 
CNN showed the silent protest and the sign. 
The picture spoke volumes about the true 
feelings of the Republican Party. 

Gay Republican apologists talked 
this week about how far the GOP has 
come. What a line. This convention, 
like others, is 90 percent white. Dele¬ 
gates represent some of the most loyal 
in the party, and those who are most 
uncomfortable with gays and firm¬ 
ly opposed to gay rights. 

The LGBT community 
must look beyond the conven¬ 
tion, to what a Bush presiden¬ 
cy would mean for this country in terms of 
working to end discrimination against us 
and achieve equal rights. While the Clinton 
administration has its problems, a Bush ad¬ 
ministration would be much worse. 

The balloons and warm, fuzzy images 
coming from Philadelphia are a smoke 
screen. The real Republican Party is as anti¬ 
gay as ever, and no amount of window 
dressing will cover that up. T 



Our dying youth

recently found out that my friend has 
HIV. He contracted it from his boyfriend. 
They have been together for about two 
and a half years now. His boyfriend - and I 
use the term loosely - withheld that he was 
HIV-positive. Even when asked his status, he 
denied it. Now my friend has it and he is only 
24; his boyfriend is my age, 36. What a crime. 
And this is not the first time I have heard this. 
One of my other friends who is my age con¬ 
tracted HIV from his boyfriend when he was 
in his early 20s. How many horror stories do 
we need to hear? 

I see it as a cold-hearted act of first-de¬ 
gree murder. I think it is time that we as a 
community start finding ways to protect 
ourselves and those we love from those who 
would prey upon our lives, young and old. 

We rant and rave about “safe sex” and 
“safer sex,” when what we need to do is to 
come out of the closet on our HIV status. If 
we want to stop the AIDS epidemic, then we 
need to stop infecting ourselves again and 
again. We need to stop pointing our fingers at 
the other contributing factors and get real. If I 
know that the fellow I am with has HIV, I am 
damn sure going to be more careful. Perhaps 
this sounds like a great way to start a witch¬ 
hunt or to segregate those who are HlV-neg- 
ative and those who are HIV-positive. 

If we really are serious about stopping 
the AIDS epidemic that is spreading around 
the globe and beginning to once again rise 
in the United States, then everyone knows 
that to isolate the virus is the way to kill it. 


We don’t need any government regulation 
to kill the virus we just need some self re¬ 
spect and respect for those around us. 

However, I do think that if a person 
knowingly infects another, that he or she be 
tried as a murderer. This ignorant policy of 
“Don’t Tell, Don’t Ask” among the gay com¬ 
munity in regard to HIV status is killing us. 
Why do we support such a thing? 

What also concerns me and ought 
concern the entire community, is that 
the guys that make up the high in¬ 
crease of new cases of HIV are only 
18-24. My last boyfriend was 24. 

Many of my friends are 24 or so. 

Does this mean that I am going to 
watch a lot of my friends die? That 
is if I am lucky enough not 
to have contracted the 
virus myself. Why are we 
allowing those we love and 
adore to be infected? Who in their right mind 
would do something that might possibly 
harm another? We call them criminals. We 
lock them up. 

We need to wake up and take control of 
our community and those members who 
are destroying the community by lying 
about their status and/or not telling that 
they are HIV-positive. I think it is one’s duty 
to tell someone you are going to get intimate 
with that you are HIV-positive. Fuck the re¬ 
jection factor, we are talking about life and 
the destruction therein. 

We need to grow up and get real and 
start being virtuous and righteous in regard 
to what is right and wrong and we all know 
that murder is wrong. There can be no ra¬ 



tionale for not telling someone you are 
HIV-positive. And if they reject your inti¬ 
macy, what is wrong with that, you don’t 
hug and kiss and make out with people with 
influenza. No we stay clear, we take care not 
to get it ourselves. It is a natural defense 
mechanism that we have. 

So it is not like the rejection is personal, 
it is practical. It does not mean no friend¬ 
ships or closeness, but it means knowing. 
We can condom the barebacking advocates 
and we can blame lack of education, but 
where the real blame should and 
ought to be placed is right in our 
4. very own lap. 

* If we love ourselves and our 
community and all those beau¬ 
tiful men and women, 
then why are we not ask¬ 
ing and telling the single 
most important piece of 
information - HIV status. 

I am not advocating telling the world, 
what I am advocating is telling our partners. 
What I am advocating is respect for our¬ 
selves. What I am advocating is a truly loving 
LesBiTGay community, and what I mean by 
“respect” and “loving” is that what we learn 
about those we meet, should be kept to our¬ 
selves. Let’s stop all the gossip and character 
assassinations and start to respect privacy. 
And let us no longer allow these sexual 
predators to run free - killing. ▼

In your front-page article about Gil Criswell [“Dis¬ 
trict 6 supe candidate Gil Criswell explains ‘an ugly 
time,”’ July 20], your reporter states that Criswell in¬ 
sists his arrest itself was an attempt by former 
Mayor Frank Jordan’s administration to discredit wit¬ 
nesses against the police.” 

The embezzlement of which he was charged, and 
to which he pleaded guilty took place in 1986. He dis¬ 
appeared from sight until 1988, when he appeared be¬ 
fore the Police Commission to complain about police 
conduct. Because he appeared on television, and was 
recognized by some of his victims, he was arrested in 
1989. He pleaded guilty to felony grand theft. 

Did he ever make restitution to the Easter Seals So¬ 
ciety for his theft? What he embezzled in 1986 was 
equivalent to three or four months salary for a phys¬ 
ical therapist or speech therapist, to provide services 
to children and adults with disabilities. Does he ex¬ 
press any remorse for what he did, or for the services 
which he may have denied to people in need? 

At the age of 23 or 24, he was already an adult, and 
accepted employment as a responsible adult. He vio¬ 
lated that trust. Why are we to think he is any more 
mature now than he was then? Based on my reading 
of the article, he appears to be adept at blaming oth¬ 
ers for what he, himself has done in violating public 
trust.

DPH answered the question 

We are writing to both thank the B.A.R. for re¬ 
porting an important research study conducted by the 
San Francisco Department of Public Health (regard¬ 
ing the counseling for partners of people diagnosed 
with HIV infection and the use of new technology to 
identify recent infections) as well as to provide some 
important clarification to the story [“DPH’s quarter 
million dollar flop,” July 27]. Absent clarification, one 
might be led to believe that the first empirical data 
questioning partner counseling and referral services 
as an effective use of limited HIV prevention dollars 
in San Francisco was indeed a “flop” or a waste of re¬ 
sources. In fact, the funding to conduct this evalua¬ 
tion came directly from CDC and did not interfere or 
reduce our CDC funding for HIV prevention. Had 
San Francisco not been awarded the grant, another 
jurisdiction would have. And, given the differences in 
the HIV epidemic nationally and our city’s epidemic, 
it is not out of the question that such a study else¬ 
where would have made gay men invisible. 

If in fact the study was a “flop,” the reader is left 
without a clear reason to believe this to be so. As we 
are all well aware, the success of a scientific investiga¬ 
tion lies in its ability to answer the study question. We 
were able to do so. For almost the past two decades, 
the highly controversial intervention, then known as 
partner notification (which prior to 1985 was called 
contact tracing), has been touted as an effective and 
important component in a jurisdiction’s HIV preven¬ 
tion programming. In demonstrating provider-assist¬ 
ed partner counseling services to be relatively ineffec¬ 
tive in San Francisco, we have not only given our HIV 
Prevention Planning Council strong evidence to con¬ 
sider when setting priorities, we have also provided 
critical data about an intervention whose merit has a 
life of its own in Congress. We can not forget that 
partner notification is a lightning rod of attention 
when HIV prevention is discussed, when the CARE 
Act’s reauthorization is being considered, and is used 
to support instituting name-based HIV reporting. 

Mr. Beswick also missed one of the other major 
contributions of our study. It was through this re¬ 
search that we were able to implement the detuned 
ELISA test at the voluntary counseling and testing 
sites. This testing strategy is our most important tool 




for monitoring the HIV epidemic because it allows us 
to measure the rate of new HIV infections, to identi¬ 
fy the groups in whom new infections are occurring, 
and to target interventions. To our knowledge, we are 
the only jurisdiction in which the detuned ELISA has 
been implemented as part of voluntary HIV counsel¬ 
ing and testing. 

Finally, we would like to correct several errors in 
Mr. Beswick’s article regarding the detuned ELISA. 
First, the detuned ELISA was incorrectly referred to 
as the “highly sensitive ELISA.” The detuned ELISA is 
in fact also called the “less sensitive ELISA.” The de¬ 
scription of the test was also incorrect in Mr. 
Beswick’s article. The test is able to distinguish per¬ 
sons who became HIV infected within the past six 
months from persons who became HIV infected 
sometime beyond the last six months. This test dif¬ 
ferentiates persons who seroconverted in the last 129 
days from persons who seroconverted sometime be¬ 
yond the past 129 days. In addition, Dr. Sandra 
Schwarcz, not Dr. Willi McFarland, presented the 
study findings at the 13th International AIDS Con¬ 
ference.

I, for one, insist on con¬ 
doms. Many of my friends say they do also, and I trust 
them much more that I would Gaither’s invitation to 
the Lemming Beach Party. 

Barebacking is not universal, but it is frightening¬ 
ly common. That’s a reality that has to be dealt with. 
People will - and should be able to - engage in what¬ 
ever kind of consensual sex they want. Even if they are 
spreading a deadly disease, there is no reasonable way 
to stop them. That doesn’t mean that as a communi¬ 
ty we have to say, well, that’s all right. It’s not. Just as 
people are entitled to make stupid, self-destructive de¬ 
cisions, we are also entitled to say that yes, they are 
being stupid and self-destructive. That probably won’t 
change their behavior, but people who are thinking 
about barebacking should be fully aware of its rami¬ 
fications. 

There is a lot about HIV that remains uncertain 
and unproved, but we have seen countless cases of 
bacteria and viruses adapting to survive the medica¬ 
tions intended to destroy them, and we know that 
HIV is highly adaptable. All evidence suggests that 
barebackers are creating a stronger, resistant, deadlier 
HIV. 

“You don’t know that for sure!” barebackers 
scream at me. True. And I don’t know for sure that 
you’ll break your back jumping out of a fourth story 
window, so go ahead and jump. 

Barebackers also claim that their decision to en¬ 
gage in high-risk sex is a personal one, affecting no¬ 
body else. This is also not true. Countless lives, dol¬ 
lars, and hours of labor have gone into fighting AIDS. 
This continues to be tremendous diversion of our 
community’s resources. The financial cost is stagger¬ 
ing, the human cost incalculable. Medications are ex¬ 
pensive, paid for through our tax dollars and insur¬ 
ance plans. I don’t begrudge anyone the medicine they 
need, but people who deliberately get infected are 
thoughtlessly pushing up the price of everybody’s 
medical care. 

Does anybody believe that the homophobes in 
Congress will be nearly as helpful when faggots are 
deliberately infecting and re-infecting each other? 

Am I being moralistic? Sure but not about sex. Get 
out the rubbers and let’s fuck our brains out! But 
knowingly spreading disease is immoral. If you’re un¬ 
comfortable with that word, call it stupid, irresponsi¬ 
ble, destructive, deadly, expensive, and infantile. Niq 
Shelby may call me a “condom nazi” for saying that, 
but criticizing stupid behavior is a far cry from fas¬ 
cism. Killing queers with bizarre rationalizations and 
pseudo-science is more in line with the practice of 
Nazism, and that’s exactly what the barebackers are 
doing.

and articles. I subscribe to Out magazine and fre¬ 
quently purchase and browse the Advocate. I even visit 
the Advocate and PlanetOut Web sites daily for my 
news and entertainment. How is it that such a gay- 
owned and -operated media conglomerate could cen¬ 
sor its own kind? 

I read the article in XY magazine “Scary Love,” 
which detailed the refusal of companies like Calvin 
Klein, the Gap, and Abercrombie and Fitch to adver¬ 
tise with XY.

I’m not calling for a boycott of PlanetOut, Out 
magazine, the Advocate, or any of the above-men¬ 
tioned companies at this time, but I am asking these 
parties to rethink their stances with XY magazine. 
However, if a boycott becomes necessary, I will be the 
first to initiate a strong queer youth refusal to buy 
these brands as well as to boycott these other queer 
publications and media. 

As “Anita Boycott,” I helped take on both United 
Airlines and AOL when they tried to grant second- 
class status to the LGBT community.

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The Bush-Cheney ticket

W hen Texas Governor 
George W. Bush for¬ 
mally accepts the Repub¬ 
lican nomination for president sf 
the United States tonight in 
Philadelphia, he completes a 
process that offers America’s vot¬ 
ers in November a running mate, 
Richard Cheney, who has one of 
the most conservative voting 
records ever recorded in the 
House, and a party platform 
that is every bit as conser¬ 
vative as any that Barry 
Goldwater, Ronald Rea¬ 
gan, or Bob Dole ever 
ran on. 

Bush and his mes¬ 
sage of “compassion¬ 
ate conservatism” - a 
campaign fea¬ 
turing Cheney 
and a platform 
that is anti¬ 
abortion, anti-gay, anti-gun con¬ 
trol, anti-anything even remotely 
being moderate, is a platform that 
few of those independent voters 
who supported John McCain or 
Bill Bradley will likely go for. 

Take a look at Cheney’s voting 
record during his six terms in the 
House in the late 1970s and 1980s. 
Cheney, admittedly from a very 
conservative district in Wyoming, 
which is a very conservative state, 
voted consistently (nine times) 
against Head Start, an early edu¬ 
cation program for disadvantaged 
children, and against any form of 
gun control, even being one of 
only 21 House members to vote 
against banning the notorious 
armor-piercing “cop-killer” bul¬ 
lets. He then voted against ban¬ 
ning plastic guns that can slip past 
metal detection equipment. Since 
becoming Bush’s running mate, 
Cheney has been explaining his 
votes merely by saying “I was then 
and am now a great believer in the 
Second Amendment, the right of 
all citizens to bear arms.” 

Mr. Cheney has a history of 
being against gay rights (though he 
has a lesbian daughter), very anti¬ 
abortion (like Bush, Cheney oppos¬ 
es abortion even in cases of rape, in¬ 
cest or to save a mother’s life). Civil 
rights? Cheney has consistently 
voted against civil rights issues - he 
was even among only a handful of 
House members to vote against a 
congressional resolution that urged 
the government of South Africa to 
release black anti-apartheid leader 
Nelson Mandela from prison. Ch¬ 
eney brushes off his votes against 
the Equal Rights Amendment by 
simply saying that he feared passage 
might lead to women being drafted 
into the military. 

Does Bush’s choice of Cheney 
as his running mate make sense 
when you look at Bush’s own po¬ 
litical philosophy and with the Re¬ 
publican Party platform? Of 
course it does. Republicans in 
Philadelphia this week over¬ 
whelmingly adopted a platform 
for Bush and Cheney to run on 
that not only calls for a strong 
pro-life position, but even calls for 
a constitutional amendment to 
ban abortion without exception, 
and for the appointment of anti¬ 
abortion judges. The GOP plat¬ 
form also asserted its Conservative 
direction on other issues such as 
no gays in the military, and actu¬ 
ally reinserted language, dropped 
in an earlier draft, that declares 
“we do not believe sexual prefer¬ 
ence should be given special legal 
protection or standing in law.” 

Indeed, the Republican dele¬ 
gates said it was “important to take 
a stand for the traditional family” 


at a time when there is a movement 
to recognize civil unions among 
gays. In other words, the Republi¬ 
can platform committee was agree¬ 
ing with Bush and Cheney on one 
thing for sure - no gay rights. The 
strong anti-abortion and anti-gay 
rights issues are only two of nu¬ 
merous very conservative planks in 
a Republican platform that borders 
on being almost extremist. 

The party spinmeisters can use 
all the “compassionate conserva¬ 
tive” language they like, but the 
bottom line is that Repub¬ 
licans have offered the 
voters a presidential 
ticket comprised of 
two white million¬ 
aire Texas oil men 
who both went to 
Yale, are conservative 
to their very teeth, and 
are a throw¬ 
back to the 
days of 

Richard 

Nixon, Barry Goldwater, and 
Ronald Reagan. Think of this one 
fact - the Bush-Cheney ticket was 
widely praised this week by the 
likes of Jesse Helms, Pat 
Robertson, and the Reverend 
Jerry Falwell. Need I say more?

Vice President Al Gore says he 
will announce his choice of a run¬ 
ning mate this Tuesday, August 8, 
five days after the GOP confab and 
a week before the Democrats con¬ 
vene in Los Angeles. 

Some close to Gore say that 
Massachusetts U.S. Senator John 
Kerry currently heads the short

list, however, one political draw¬ 
back for the selection of Kerry is 
that the Republican governor of 
Massachusetts would name a 
GOP replacement in the event a 
Gore-Kerry ticket wins. 

The New York Times headlined 
last week: “Cheney brings intelli¬ 
gence, depth, and integrity to the 
GOP ticket” - if they need Cheney 
to bring these things, maybe we 
should be wondering what the hell 
it is that Bush brings to the ticket. 

And despite their professed 
adoption of George W.’s “compas¬ 
sionate conservatism,” don’t ask 
Dick Cheney or his wife, Lynne, 
about the sexuality of their daugh¬ 
ter, Mary. Mr. Cheney, asked 
about his daughter being a lesbian 
during an appearance on Fox News 
Sunday, curtly dismissed it with a 
simple: “We have two daughters 
and their private lives are private.” 
Fair enough. However, Lynne Ch¬ 
eney quickly became annoyed 
while appearing on ABC’s This 
Week program when Cokle 
Roberts asked about her daugh¬ 
ter. Roberts: “Mrs. Cheney,... your 
daughter has now declared that 
she is openly gay...” Mrs. Cheney, 
visibly angered, interrupted 
Roberts by snapping, “Mary has 
never declared such a thing ... and 
I’m appalled at the media interest 
in one of my daughters.” The in¬ 



terview quickly ended. (Don’t ex¬ 
pect Dick and Lynne Cheney to be 
joining PFLAG anytime soon.) 

And as Senator John McCain 
was busy biting his lip and prais¬ 
ing George W. Bush in Philadel¬ 
phia this week I wqndered when 
some reporter would remind him 
of what he said in March: “Bush is 
a Pat Robertson Republican who 
will lose to Al Gore.” 

I should also note that ^“Mak¬ 
ing History” reception at Philadel¬ 
phia’s Sofitel Hotel Monday night 
was co-sponsored by the gay Log 
Cabin Republicans and the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund, and while 
some gay Republicans we happily 
touting the fact that openly gay 
Representative Jim Kolbe (R-Ari- 
zona) addressed the GOP conven¬ 
tion, he wasn’t allowed to bring up 
the issue of gay rights, but spoke on 
international trade instead. 

And Finally, a reader writes of 
the Republican ticket: “With both 
Bush and Cheney being rich Texas 
oil men, the GOP platform being 
against any form of gun control, 
and with the veep choice being a 
holdover from the George H.W. 
Bush administration, it becomes 
only too clear that Big Oil, Charl¬ 
ton Heston, and Daddy Bush are 
calling the shots for the Texas gov¬ 
ernor.” 

Still smarting from his March 
primary defeat, Representative 
Matthew Martinez from the state’s 
31st Congressional District (San 
Gabriel Valley) bitterly switched his 
registration from Democrat to Re¬ 
publican, giving the GOP a current 
seven-vote margin in the House. 
State Senator Hilda Solis, who beat 
Martinez in the March primary, will 
easily win this one back for the De¬ 
mocrats in November. 

Governor Gray Davis’s deci¬ 
sion to name retired San Francis¬ 
co Appellate Justice Harry W. 
Low as the state’s new insurance 
commissioner was probably one 
of the governor’s best appoint¬ 
ments ever. I served with Justice 
Low on the S.F. Police Commis¬ 
sion in Frank Jordan’s adminis¬ 
tration and this man hasn’t an 
enemy in the world - one of the 
brightest, nicest, most respected, 
decent people in public life. 

Congratulations too, to the 
city’s respected Fang family on 
their purchase of the San Francis¬ 
co Examiner after the lengthy 
court battle between failed may- 
oral candidate Clint Reilly and 
the Hearst Corporation; they 
don’t come any better than Ted 
and James Fang and their moth¬ 
er, Florence Fang. They have 
every reason to be a proud family 

- good friends, good people, and 
they’ll have a good morning daily 
for the people of this city. 

Laura Schlessinger (don’t call 
her “doctor”), the anti-gay conser¬ 
vative radio talk show host whose 
television show is set to make its 
debut on September 11, and who 
has been the target of a nationwide 
protest by gay groups, has un¬ 
leashed a counteroffensive aimed 
at trying to retain her advertisers. 
The campaign by Schlessinger 
came as her syndicator disclosed 
the show has lost 12 brands, or 
nearly 10 percent of its national ad¬ 
vertisers. Schlessinger caused her 
own problems when she described 
homosexuality as “deviant” and de¬ 
rivative of “biological error.” 

One of the candidates running 
for supervisor in District 6, Hank 
Wilson, who was a friend and po¬ 
litical ally of Harvey Milk’s back in 
the late 1970s, picked up some 
pretty impressive support last week

Spoiling the pope’s party

T o express his resentment to¬ 
ward the recent lesbian and 
gay pride celebration in 
Rome, Pope John Paul II labeled 
the event an insult and an offense 
to the Roman Catholic Church. 
Gay activists rushed to contradict 
him, but, in fact, the pope was 
right: World Pride Roma 2000 was 
an insult to official Catholicism, 
and that’s a good thing. 

The activists behind the first- 
ever World Pride didn’t choose the 
time or location for their event ca¬ 
sually. They scheduled it to coin¬ 
cide with the Roman Catholic 
Church’s 2000 Holy Year jubilee, 
jumping at an opportunity to 
focus global attention on the 
struggle for lesbian and gay liber¬ 
ation. In fact, the organizers ex¬ 
pressed hope that “the media of 
the whole world will be forced to 
talk about this event.” 

And talk they have. Newspa¬ 
pers here and abroad covered the 
controversy over World Pride be¬ 
fore, during, and after the event, 
with the most ink going to the 
pope’s frank comments on the 
final day. “I cannot but express my 
bitterness [translated in some pa¬ 
pers as “sadness” or “bitter frus¬ 
tration”] at the insult to the Great 
Jubilee of 2000,” John Paul II stat¬ 
ed, “and the offense to the Christ¬ 
ian values of a city which is so 
dear to the hearts of all Catholics 
in the world.” Cleverly matching 
insult for insult, the pope timed 
his remarks to follow a special 
papal mass for criminals, includ¬ 
ing rapists and murderers, for 
whom he has requested clemency. 

Like many lesbian and gay 
Catholics, I at first found myself 
enraged by the pope’s anti-gay 
rhetoric, the slippery, mixed-mes¬ 
sage variety of hate speech that re¬ 
ligious right-wingers excel at. First, 
John Paul branded homosexuality 
as an “objectively disordered incli¬ 
nation” and subtly equated it with 
“what is evil.” Then he urged 
Catholics to practice respect and 
compassion and denounced all 


“unjust discrimination.” 

I came to realize, though, that 
the pope’s lashing out was as pre¬ 
dictable as if World Pride organiz¬ 
ers had scripted it. The pride cele¬ 
bration was meant to rile the pope 
and other Church bigwigs and to 
draw attention to the Vatican’s op¬ 
pressive teachings on homosexu¬ 
ality. It did just that, and the les¬ 
bian and gay community should 
count it as an enormously 
successful action. 

What I’m hoping for in the 
weeks and months to come is 
more talk among Catholics 
about the narrowness of 
Church doctrines on sexu¬ 
al expression in gener¬ 
al. The pope’s stance 
on homosexuality 
doesn’t occur 
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in a vacuum. 


He’s amazing- _ 

ly consistent in 

his censure of any sexual activity 
that occurs outside of marriage or 
involves birth control. (Read his 
1995 treatise, “The Truth and 
Meaning of Human Sexuality,” at 
www.christusrex. org.) 

Catholics discussing sexuality 
in an open way is good, and it’s 
also what the Roman Catholic hi¬ 
erarchy likes to squelch. The 
church counts on its members’ 
tacit complicity in what writer 
Garry Wills, a Catholic and con¬ 
servative, refers to in his scathing 
new nonfiction book, Papal Sin, as 
the church’s “structures of deceit.” 

For generations, Catholic offi¬ 
cials have tried to act as if sexual 
activity outside of the procreative 
marital ideal simply doesn’t exist. 
Those who resist that ideal are os¬ 
tracized. A perfect example is 
what still happens to schoolgirls 
who get caught defying the 
church’s dictates about premarital 
virginity. My niece, a recent grad¬ 
uate of a Catholic high school, 
told me about a classmate who 
was not allowed to receive her 
diploma in public because she was 
too obviously pregnant. (I guess 
that’s progress, though; in my day, 
she would have been kicked out of 
school.) 


Lesbian Notions 


Other cover-ups are more in¬ 
sidious. Take, for example, the 
Catholic Church’s refusal to ac¬ 
knowledge the occurrence of 
AIDS among priests - a conceal¬ 
ment not just of the disease, but of 
sexual activity in the clergy. 
There’s also the case of the Mary¬ 
land priest and nun who ran a 
special ministry for lesbian and 
gay Catholics. They were handed 
gag order by the Vatican for 
failing to preach celibacy to 
their gay flock, then gagged 
again when they began to 
speak openly about their si¬ 
lencing. 

Catholic officials have a 
long history of enforcing 
silence in other matters, 
too. Consider the case of 
Archbishop 
Edward Egan, 
the newly ap¬ 
pointed head 
of New York City’s powerful 
Catholic diocese. Egan has been 
widely heralded as a compassion¬ 
ate leader committed to openness 
and inclusion. His installation cer¬ 
emony in June was a model of 
multiculturalism, with prayers 
spoken in two dozen languages. 

As archbishop of Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, however, Egan re¬ 
peatedly had “no comment” to 
charges of child sexual abuse 
brought against eight different 
priests in his diocese. In a re¬ 
sponse common to Catholic offi¬ 
cials faced with such scandals, 
Egan chose to sic aggressive dioce¬ 
san lawyers on the 31 plaintiffs 
rather than publicly address the 
psychological health of his priests. 

As a Catholic who’s tired of all 
these silences, I’m proud that les¬ 
bians and gay men had the 
courage to spoil the pope’s party 
and to hold him accountable for 
the hypocrisy in his church. T

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Labouchere Amendment

August 6, 1885 (115 years ago this 
month): England's House of Com¬ 
mons criminalizes gay male sex. 

P laywright Oscar Wilde spent 
two years in prison at hard 
labor, computer scientist 
Alan Turing endured forced estro¬ 
gen injections, and thousands of 
other British citizens were tor¬ 
mented because of the 
Labouchere Amendment. 

On August 6, 1885, the House 
of Commons was considering a 
bill to raise the age of consent for 
heterosexual intercourse from 
13 to 16. Member of Parlia¬ 
ment Henry Labouchere 
rose to propose a new sec¬ 
tion that would, for the 
first time, make any form of 
sex between men a crime. 
Buggery, or anal sex, had 
been illegal since the 
reign of Henry VIII, 
but Labouchere’s 
amendment extended 
punishment to “any act of gross 
indecency” in public or in private. 
One member of Parliament com¬ 
plained that gross indecency had 
nothing to do with the sexual 
abuse of girls, but Labouchere, 
known by his nickname Labby to 
his contemporaries, deflected the 
objection. The attorney general 
insisted that the sentence be raised 
to two years at hard labor instead 
of the one that Labouchere had 
proposed. Labby agreed and the 
bill passed. 

The amendment victimized 
thousands, but Henry Labouchere 
was an unlikely villain. Though he 
was born the heir of a banking 
fortune, Labby considered himself 
a rebel against Great Britain’s class 
system. When he was in his 20s, 
Labouchere had traveled to Amer¬ 
ica and experienced democracy 
first hand. Although he abhorred 
the slavery, he left for home con¬ 
vinced that American democracy 
was superior to England’s aristo¬ 
cratic government. 

Before his election to the 
House of Commons, Labouchere 
earned a reputation as a fearless 
journalist and an enemy of the es¬ 
tablishment. In 1877, he founded 
a muckraking magazine called 
Truth, dedicated to exposing 
hucksters and stock manipulators. 
But he also used his pen to irritate 
his two favorite enemies, the aris¬ 
tocracy and the royal family. 


Labby believed that Britain’s 
House of Lords, composed of ti¬ 
tled aristocrats and Anglican Bish¬ 
ops, should be abolished in favor 
of an elected body, and he often 
complained that Queen Victoria 
and her family cost the nation 
more money than they were 
worth. Once elected, Labby cham¬ 
pioned the interests of the work¬ 
ing classes. He fought to reduce 
taxes on the poor and demanded 
reductions in the royal budget 
during its annual review. 

Today, Labouchere’s law against 
gross indecency seems like a stain 
on an otherwise unblemished lib¬ 
eral record, but in 1880s England, 
the law seemed progressive. 
The amendment was at¬ 
tached to the Criminal Law 
Amendment Act, a law that 
was drafted under pressure 
from Social Purity femi¬ 
nists who were outraged 
about a double standard 
that had developed 
in England. Prostitu¬ 
tion was tolerated by 
the middle class, but 
concerns about the spread of 
syphilis moved Parliament to pass 
a law to contain the disease in the 
1860s. The Contagious Diseases 
Act empowered officials to pick up 
women and force them to submit 
to medical examinations just be¬ 
cause they looked like prostitutes. 
In some towns, any working-class 
woman was at risk. 

Diseased or not, men escaped 
these humiliations, an inequity 
that infuriated the feminists and 
allied churchmen who were part 
of the Social Purity movement. 
The feminists believed that the 
Contagious Diseases Act was 
wrong to blame fallen women for 
prostitution and venereal disease. 
The real culprit was male lust, a 
force they found so powerful that 
they demanded enforcement of a 
strict moral code to contain it. A 
man who yielded to his animal 
passions risked a personal descent 
into depravity, according to the 
crusaders, but the danger to soci¬ 
ety was even worse. Lust threat¬ 
ened to force more girls into pros¬ 
titution and to destroy families 
when husbands brought syphilis 
home, and any threat to the fami¬ 
ly was a threat to the health of the 
nation. 

The combination of a law 
against male-male sex with a law 
against sex with young girls seems 
odd in retrospect, but it made sense 
to the feminists. Sex between men, 


still the “crime not to be named 
among Christians,” seemed the 
supreme expression of sexual lust 
unleashed. According to the femi¬ 
nists, a man who could commit an 
act as abhorrent as gross indecency 
had forsworn the most basic re¬ 
straints of civilized Christian 
morality. Such a morally deranged 
man seemed likely to commit more 
crimes, including the sexual abuse 
of girls and women, and was best 
locked away to protect the innocent 
from his predations. 

The Labouchere Amendment 
remained on Britain’s law books 
unchanged for more than 80 years. 
The Wolfenden Committee, a Par¬ 
liamentary committee charged 
with studying homosexuality, 
challenged the law in 1957, but 
England’s gays had to wait until 
1967 for their sex lives to become 
legal. The 1967 law set the age of 
consent at 21 for homosexual sex, 
and today the age of consent for 
heterosexual sex (16) is still lower 
than that for gay sex (18). Prime 
Minister Tony Blair’s Labor gov¬ 
ernment supports legislation that 
will equalize the age of consent at 
16, but the House of Lords is ex¬ 
pected to oppose the initiative. T

* uying a finished painting or 
other work is one great way 
wM w to show your admiration for 
an artisans efforts, but hey, com¬ 
missioning an idea, helping to 
turn an inspiration, a dream, into 
reality, a hope into a hologram, is 
awesome. 

Fortunately, there are totally 
cool organizations like the Jon 
Sims Center for the Performing 
Arts, which with the Queer Cul¬ 
tural Center and the Harvey Milk 
Institute, has just awarded the first 
series of “Creating Queer Com¬ 
munity Grants for Emerging 
Artists.” 

The Bay Area Reporter's own 
New York import, Assistant Editor 
Katie Szymanski, was among six 
grant recipients who were hon¬ 
ored by the cultural center’s new 
program on July 10. Designed to 
“unleash the creative spirits of in¬ 
dividual artists and community- 
based organizations,” $6,650 in 
grants, as well as free rehearsal 
space, grant-writing assistance, 
and technical expertise for Web- 
based projects, are being awarded. 

Others selected by the Jon Sims 
Center’s panel of judges include: 
Lesbians in the Visual Arts for a 
mentoring program for emerging 
lesbian visual artists; Matt 
Bissinger, for “Navigating Identi¬ 
ty,” a photographic project involv¬ 
ing and about queer youth to be

“Displacement, displacement, 
and displacement,” said Ammiano, 
giving the “top three” issues in this 
November’s election. The supervi¬ 
sor has been a leading advocate on 
tenants’ rights, affordable housing, 
and homelessness (for more, see 
www.supammiano.com). 

Ammiano is the surviving part¬ 
ner of an 19-year domestic part¬ 
nership, and has a 20-year old 
daughter. 

“I love the diversity here,” the 
27-year San Francisco resident 
told the crowd at El Rio. “We have 
such a treasure of a district.” 

“I’ve lived here for 27 years, and 
I’m going to do what’s right,” Am¬ 
miano asserted, and the assembled 
faithful seemed to be in agreement. 
District 9 includes Bernal Heights, 
the Mission, and Potrero Hill. 

The only supervisor who regu¬ 
larly takes Muni to work, Ammi¬ 
ano is well-known for his some¬ 
times uncompromising idealism 
and sense of righteousness on 
many progressive issues, and at last 
week’s kickoff party, he told his 
supporters a brief anecdote about 
an injustice he took on^and which 
ultimately galvanized him into his 
career in local politics. 

Upon returning to the United 
States after teaching English to 
Vietnamese children for two years 
in the late 1960s, he said, he began 
teaching schoolchildren in San 
Francisco, where he discovered that 
many young Hispanic children had 
been mistakenly classified as men¬ 
tally retarded by their monolingual 
instructors, simply because they 
did not understand English. 

“I was so young and new in 
town,” Ammiano said, “that I as¬ 
sumed that once I pointed that 
out, they would do something 
about it.” ▼ 


and about members of the queer 
community whose partners or 
lovers have died; Lisi DeHass and 
Gina Gold for “Mighty Real The¬ 
ater,” a theater training and pro¬ 
duction project for queer youth; 
and Frank Pietronigro for “Inter- 
generation.” 

“Ageism actually builds barri¬ 
ers,” said Pietronigro, 45, “ and I’m 
dealing with my own growing 
older.” 

The artist plans to work with 
existing community groups to or¬ 
ganize intergenerational “outreach 
forums where people can come 
together.” In a photographic pro¬ 
ject, he will document his efforts 
to link queer youth and elders. 

It’s important to support your 
local emerging queer artists. You 
know who they are. We see them 
in San Francisco, in the streets and 
in the galleries, and in the small 
off-the-beaten-track cafes. Too 
often, our new and blossoming 
artists - and writers - of all stripes 
are under-appreciated. 

“Individual artists contribute 
so much to our culture,” said 
Pietronigro, who is being awarded 
$1,000 to help with his project.

“And it’s significant that the cen¬ 
ter’s grant is available to continue 
our work.” 

Szymanski, 28, gets $1,500 - 
the largest of the six grants - and 
other help from the award’s spon¬ 
sors in support of a visual, literary, 
and Web-based community 
group, “REAL,” which she de¬ 
scribes as “dedicated to promoting 
activism through creative projects, 


thereby fostering the link between 
art and social change.” Soon to be 
launched on a server near you, 
www.real-work.com will be a “cre¬ 
ative political community forum” 
to be chronicled in a printed jour¬ 
nal of art and activism that Szy¬ 
manski hopes to publish by the 
end of the year. 

The book is to be drawn from 
diverse submissions from contrib¬ 
utors who are community-based, 
i.e. “the product of a group effort 
from a cross-section of society,” 
said Szymanski, who has a bache¬ 
lor’s degree in journalism and 
holds a master’s degree in poetry. 

“Of particular interest is where 
queer identities intersect with the 
fight for racial justice, for disabil¬ 
ity rights, and for other marginal¬ 
ized populations,” she told the 
B.A.R. The book intends to give 
voice to the under-represented al¬ 
ready includes “photos of political 
graffiti and Proposition 21 
demonstrations, poems about re¬ 
ligious erotica, and scanned col¬ 
lage art that takes a stand against 
censorship.” 

Szymanski invites anyone in¬ 
terested in “submitting pho¬ 


tographs, visual art, or writing 
that effectively expresses a con¬ 
temporary activism movement” 
to “e-mail me so we can talk.” She 
can be reached directly at RealAr- 
tAction@yahoo.com.

High risk sex and cyberspace

S ex drives the Internet. Fully 
a third of users log on with 
lust in mind, says survey re¬ 
search. Porn sites are one of the 
few types of e-commerce pulling 
in profits hand over fist. Public 
health officials are finally waking 
up to those facts and are begin¬ 
ning to study the phenomena. 

Articles in the July 26 issue of 
the Journal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association suggest that Inter¬ 
net sex may carry a greater risk of 
exposure to sexually transmitted 
diseases. No, the one-handed kind 
of Web sex is completely safe, it’s 
folks who hook up in chat rooms 
or through bulletin boards and 
then physically meet to do the

dirty who are more disease-prone. 

Mary McFarlane and col¬ 
leagues with the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
looked to see if there was a link be¬ 
tween cyberspace and people vis¬ 
iting a STD clinic in Denver. They 
surveyed 856 clients over a nine- 
month period that ended in April. 

It was a frisky group of all ori¬ 
entations - a quarter claiming 
seven or more partners over the 
past 12 months - who engaged in 
oral sex (89 percent), vaginal sex 
(74 percent), and anal sex (a sur¬ 
prisingly high 41 percent). One- 
third identified as gay or bisexual. 

The gender bias was readily ap¬ 
parent; women constituted 30 per¬ 
cent of clinic clients, and only 10 
percent of the 135 people who said 
they sought sex partners online. 

Gay and bisexual males clearly 
are leaders (87 percent) among 
the 10 percent (88 people) who 
sought and consummated sex 
through cyberspace. The online 
sex seekers reported less vaginal 
sex and more oral and anal sex 
than those who picked up part¬ 
ners the old fashioned way. They 
had a greater number of partners 
and were twice as likely (29 per¬ 
cent) to report having had sex 
with someone known to be HIV¬ 
positive. 

On the other hand, they also 
“were more likely to have used a 
condom during their last sex act 
[52 percent versus 38 percent for 
offline clients],” she said. 

“The Internet clearly has had a 
role in the solicitation of risky sex 


partners,” McFarlane concluded. 
“Seeking sex on the Internet may 
be a potential risk factor for 
STD/HIV.” 

While the general link between 
risky behavior and STDs is clear, 
this study did not measure those 
outcomes. Thus it is impossible to 
know the effect of increased con¬ 
dom use by those who engaged in 
higher risk activity. Still, the low 
use of condoms among sexually 
active people, regardless of how 
they meet their partners, means 
that new HIV and STD infections 
will continue to occur. 

In a companion article, Jeffrey 
Klausner and colleagues at the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health traced an “outbreak” of 
syphilis through cyberspace, 
which occurred last summer. 

During discussions with two 
gay men with early-stage syphilis, 
DPH learned that both had met a 
majority of their sex partners 
through a chat room called 
SFM4M. The department worked 
with the Internet service provider 
hosting that site, local publica¬ 
tions, and gay organizations to 
alert the community to the risk of 
syphilis and the chat room nexus. 

America Online refused DPH’s 
request to identify the chat room 
users, since there was no court 
order. Some activists were critical 
of DPH and the Internet service 
provider, saying they were against 
gay male sex. 

Client visits shot up 18 percent 
at the city STD clinic the next 
month. And the total effort iden¬ 


tified five additional syphilis in¬ 
fections in men who met through 
the SFM4M chat room. Through 
these voluntary efforts, DPH was 
able to medically screen more 
than twice as many named sex 
partners as is common with expo¬ 
sure to syphilis. 

“The Internet has become an 
efficient facilitator of behaviors 
and practices that have been tak¬ 
ing place for many years among 
certain high-risk individuals,” 
wrote the CDC’s Kathleen 
Toomey and Richard Rothenberg 
in an accompanying editorial in 
JAMA. 

“The real news is not that such 
activities are occurring but that 
the public health establishment 
had its feet planted firmly in the 
last century and did not anticipate 
this inevitable response to the new 
technology.” 

They mentioned the closing of 
gay bathhouses in the 1980s to re¬ 
duce the risk of HIV transmission 
and acknowledged that “closing 
‘virtual’ anonymous meetings 
sites [online] is not even a consid¬ 
eration, much less a controversy.” 
They said these examples rein¬ 
force the need for patient confi¬ 
dentiality as “a basic tenet” of 
public health. 

The challenge for doctors is to 
remember to ask patients with 
STDs about their Internet habits. 
Public health officials must learn 
to use this communications tool 
as a way to educate and empower 
sexually active people to protect 
themselves. T

ject returned a donation from 
Coors in 1998. Just this year, the 
Human Rights Campaign 
quashed a Coors donation made 
to its Colorado chapter for an an¬ 
nual dinner in February, forcing 
the group to return $5,000 from 
the brewery that Mary Cheney 
helped secure. That upset her, 
friends told Salon.com, an online 
magazine, and she was particular¬ 
ly angry at HRC Executive Direc¬ 
tor Elizabeth Birth. 

Also in 1998, the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against Defamation 
weathered a storm of protest when 
it accepted a $110,000 donation. 

The Coors controversy in the 
gay community goes back to 1974, 
when the company was synony¬ 
mous with right-wing causes and 
faced widespread charges of dis¬ 
crimination against a variety of 
minorities, including gays. The late 
Harvey Milk and activist Morris 
Kight called on gays to join orga¬ 
nized labor in boycotting the Gold¬ 
en, Colorado-based brewery; the 
boycott still has not officially ended 
in the LGBT community, and 
Coors lags behind Miller and An¬ 
heuser-Busch in making inroads 
into the lucrative gay beer market. 

Over the years, Coors has 
worked to aggressively change the 
perception that it’s anti-gay, and 
that’s where Mary Cheney fit in. 
She traveled to various cities on 
behalf of the company, and 
worked to get the company to 
make financial donations to gay 
groups and to rebuild gay accep¬ 
tance and gradually increase mar¬ 
ket share in Coors’ targeted mar¬ 
kets. Today, Coors sponsors many 
LGBT activities, including Pride 
events in several states, particular¬ 
ly Colorado. 

In May, Mary Cheney resigned 
from Coors - where she had worked 
since 1994 - to pursue a graduate 
degree at the University of Col¬ 


orado. Sources told Salon that Mary 
Cheney will postpone her studies 
until after the November election. 
Since her father, who served as de¬ 
fense secretary under President 
George H.W. Bush, was picked by 
Texas Governor George W. Bush to 
be his running mate, Mary Cheney 
has not spoken publicly. 

Dick Cheney was a congress¬ 
man from Wyoming for 10 years 
during the 1980s and compiled 
one of the most conservative vot¬ 
ing records in the House. He spent 
last week defending his record, 
which included votes against the 
Head Start program, against gun 
control, against access to abor¬ 
tions even in cases of rape or in¬ 
cest, and he even voted against a 
resolution supporting the release 
of Nelson Mandela from a South 
African prison. 

Republican officials have stat¬ 
ed that they welcome Mary Ch¬ 
eney to the GOP convention, and 
indeed, the cameras panned to her 
sitting next to her dad Monday 
night during the speeches by re¬ 
tired General Colin Powell and 
Bush’s wife, Laura. 

One far-right Republican, how¬ 
ever, couldn’t help but attack Mary 
Cheney; the Reverend Jerry Falwell 
called her ‘errant,” in his Liberty 
Alliance newsletter, according to 
HRC, which on Monday issued a 
statement calling on Falwell to 
apologize for the remark. “I have 
no doubt that Cheney’s daughter, 
who is a lesbian, will become a 
focal point of critics. It is ludicrous 
to judge a man based on one er¬ 
rant, but loved, family member,” 
Falwell stated. 

“Falwell’s remarks were offen¬ 
sive and an affront to families 
everywhere who fully understand 
and support their gay sons and 
daughters,” said David Smith, 
HRC’s communications director. 

Mary Cheney’s mother, Lynne, 
the conservative former head of 
the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, snapped at inter¬ 
viewer Cokie Roberts on Sunday’s 


This Week program on ABC, but it 
was Roberts who phrased the 
question incorrectly, when she 
started to ask, “One last thing, Ms. 
Cheney. It’s so hard on families, 
these campaigns, and you have a 
daughter who has now declared 
that she is openly gay.” 

“Mary has never declared such 
a thing,” Lynne Cheney replied, be¬ 
coming visibly angry. “I would like 
to say that I’m appalled at the 
media interest in one of my daugh¬ 
ters. I have two wonderful daugh¬ 
ters. I love them very much. They 
are bright, they are hard working, 
they are decent. And I’m simply 
not going to talk about their per¬ 
sonal lives. And I’m surprised 
Cokie, that even you would want to 
bring it up on this program.” 

While Mary Cheney may not 
have ever “declared” herself to be a 
lesbian, she hasn’t kept it a secret, 
friends told Salon, and she has 
been active in the Colorado gay 
community. She and her partner 
live in Conifer, Colorado. 

Helping Mr. Leather 

Last year, Mary Cheney helped 
Colorado resident Bruce Chopnik, 
the 1999 International Mr. Leather, 
when the Coors flap bubbled up in 
San Francisco before the annual 
Folsom Street Fair, the high point 
of Leather Pride Week in the city. 

“Mary was actually one of the 
ones who helped me through it,” 
Chopnik told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “She flew to Folsom with 
me in case I had any problem with 
the Coors boycott community. 
She’s a great, great person and 
very open-minded. She took her 
shoes off and got visible in the 
leather community.” 

Chopnik said that he hasn’t spo¬ 
ken with her since her father was 
picked to be Bush’s running mate. 

According to the San Francisco 
Examiner, Mary Cheney is a regis¬ 
tered independent. She has rarely 
talked about her family life, but was 
described by friends as being ex¬

lice system is intrinsically racist 
and homophobic and should not 
be further empowered. 

“But it’s the best we’ve got,” 
Person told the Bay Area Reporter. 
CUAV, like many lesbian and gay 
groups across the country, oppos¬ 
es the death penalty, for the very 
reason that it is disproportionate¬ 
ly enforced and therefore values 
one life over another. But Person’s 
steadfast support of hate crimes 
legislation has not even consid¬ 
ered whether increased hate 
penalties would make obtaining 
the death penalty easier. 

“I actually don’t know if that’s 
the case,” said Person. “I’m not the 
best person to ask.” 

Person is not alone; many orga¬ 
nizations in favor of hate crimes 
laws but opposed to the death 
penalty had no idea when asked by 
the B.A.R. whether hate crimes 
legislation, either federally or lo¬ 
cally, would put the death penalty 
on the table. In fact these laws can 
- and do. In states that have hate 
crimes statutes, for instance, “a 
prosecutor can decide if bias was 
an aggravating factor in a murder, 
thereby raising that murder to the 
level of a capital offense,” accord¬ 
ing to Eric Ferrero at the national 
office of the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union. And while the federal 
bill does not specifically include 
capital punishment in its language, 
empowering the U.S. government 
with prosecution authority cer¬ 
tainly opens up that possibility. 

Texas two-step 

This runs contrary to the goals 
of many self-proclaimed gay rights 
organizations, even those that do 
not openly oppose the death 
penalty, according to New York 
Press writer Alexander Cockburn. 

“There’s no more glaring ex¬ 
pression of the inequities of race 
and class than the manner in which 
the death penalty is operated in our 
society, yet some gay organizations 
are silent on capital punishment. 
They’re mute as the state hauls off 
the poor and the black to die, and 
save their lungs for ‘hate crimes’ 
laws, for longer prison terms, for 
more repression by the state,” wrote 
Cockburn recently. 

Indeed there is an irony to 
clamoring for more state power 
over individuals, as demonstrated 
by the Lesbian and Gay Rights 
Lobby of Texas, led by Diane 
Hardy-Garcia, most recently of

Millennium March on Washing¬ 
ton fame. The organization has 
criticized Texas Governor George 
W. Bush - who’s about to become 
the Republican presidential nom¬ 
inee - for his stance against state 
hate crimes legislation, yet it has 
failed to address the governor’s in¬ 
stitutionalized executions which 
have become a rite of passage for 
many gays. It was in this state that 
a gay man was sentenced to death 
because the prosecution argued 
that an all-male prison would be a 


good time, not a punishment. In 
effect, the accused was sentenced 
to death because he was gay, and 
the Texas gay rights lobby, in turn, 
wants to give prosecutors here 
more power. And so when gay 
rights groups simultaneously call 
for justice and hate crime legisla¬ 
tion, that may be an oxymoron. 

Consider that many gay rights 
advocates of hate crimes legisla¬ 
tion applaud the fact that hate 
crimes legislation would remove 
the decision making process re¬ 
garding plea bargaining and re¬ 
duced or dismissed sentences out 
of the judges’ hands. 

“In other words,” according to 
Cockburn, “the zeal to deal with 
anti-gay violence now leads to ad¬ 
vocacy of laws that threaten justice, 
due process, and civil liberties.” 

For Bay Area lesbian and 
prison activist Judy Greenspan, it 
seems foolish to rely on a flawed 


over in early July. The Human 
Rights Campaign immediately de¬ 
clared it a hate crime, but further 
investigation revealed that War¬ 
ren’s accused may have been in a 
relationship with him and there¬ 
fore was not targeting a popula¬ 
tion of society. 

“So does this make the crime 
less horrific? It’s still a murder,” 
said Dobbs. “And other than the 
knee-jerk hate crimes reaction, 
there has been no effort to address 
gay issues in rural West Virginia, 
to study how life might be made 
better for gay people living there.” 

Dobbs also pointed to the New 
York City murder of Amanda 
Milan, a transgender woman who 
was undeniably targeted because 
of her identify. But the New York 
hate crimes law does not include 
gender identity, which means 
some people’s lives still mean 
more than others when it comes

justice system to deliver justice to 
our communities. 

“Hate crimes legislation is a 
tricky question, and I wouldn’t 
want to tell the parents of James 
Byrd or Matthew Shepard that I 
don’t support it,” Greenspan told 
the B.A.R. “In some countries you 
can take people to court for 
racism. In our country, you’d be 
making that plea to a racist sys¬ 
tem. How can we depend upon 
courts and police who have vic¬ 
timized our communities to be 
our heroes? You can’t depend on a 
system that breeds hate crimes to 
solve our problems.” 

‘A mixed bag’ 

Joshua Kaufman, one of the Bay 
Area leaders of “Defeat the Petes,” 
which called for opposition to for¬ 
mer Governor Pete Wilson’s Propo¬ 
sition 21 and state Senator Pete 
Knight’s Proposition 22 during the 
March 2000 primary election, agrees. 

“I’m not comfortable saying 
I’m against hate crimes legislation, 
but it’s a mixed bag,” said Kauf¬ 
man. “In theory I support legisla¬ 
tion which essentially names the 
enemy: heterosexism, homopho¬ 
bia, racism, etc. The problem, of 
course, is when the system is cor¬ 
rupt and oppressive, can this law 
help? I wouldn’t be surprised if the 
system misconstrues the language 
and targets mostly those who are 
already screwed by the system. So 
we need to be clear about what we 
mean when we say hate crimes leg¬ 
islation, and recognize the danger 
of identity politics that don’t go 
beyond personal interest.” 

It should be noted that “Defeat 
the Petes” opposed Proposition 21 
- the juvenile justice initiative that 
assigns “gang member” identities 
to youth who fit certain stereo¬ 
types - because the measure “cre¬ 
ated new crimes” and increased 
penalties targeted toward certain 
people. Hate crimes legislation 
does the same. Other groups 
working against Proposition 21 
and for racial equality, such as Cal¬ 
ifornians for Justice, have taken no 
position on hate crimes legislation. 

For Manhattan LGBT activist 
Bill Dobbs, his opposition comes 
down to what he sees as legislation 
that erratically assigns intent and 
counter-productively reduces the 
value of human life. 

“Look at what happened in 
West Virginia,” said Dobbs, refer¬ 
ring to the murder of J.R. Warren, 
who was beaten to death and run 


to hate crimes laws. 

The best example of this dis¬ 
parity may have been seen at San 
Francisco’s own murder trial 
against Edgard Mora, accused of 
killing Brian Wilmes, a gay man. 

According to CUAV’s Person, 
the organization supported a hate 
crime charge because Mora’s intent 
was clear when he chose a gay vic¬ 
tim walking into a gay bar. But in 
fact Mora did not set out that night 
to attack homosexuals, although he 
did choose his victims during a 
drunken assault spree based on 
their convenience and perceived 
vulnerability. Among those victims 
was a homeless man, who was not 
protected under hate crimes legis¬ 
lation, despite being every bit as 
hated as homosexuals in this soci¬ 
ety. Mora eventually plea bar¬ 
gained to receive a manslaughter 
charge that included a hate crimes 
enhancement for his attack on 
Wilmes, an enhancement that Per¬ 
son supports because “there’s a dif¬ 
ference between kicking a home¬ 
less person who happens to be 
there on the street ... and punch¬ 
ing a gay man going into a gay bar.” 
But Wilmes also “just happened” to 
be in Mora’s path; he was not a pre¬ 
meditated target any more than the 
homeless man. 

To Dobbs, assigning intent to a 
person’s actions is the scariest con¬ 


sequence of hate crimes legisla¬ 
tion, one that smacks in the face all 
the struggles of the gay communi¬ 
ty. He pointed to a recent piece in 
POZ magazine that detailed “HIV 
criminals,” people who happened 
to be HIV-positive when they spit 
at somebody, when their blood 
spattered during an intensely vio¬ 
lent police chase, or even when 
they had protected sex that did not 
result in HIV transmission. Many 
of these HIV criminals are facing 
charges of attempted murder be¬ 
cause the courts have assigned an 
intent to their circumstances, and 
many gay organizations oppose 
these measures but support hate 
crimes laws in the same breath. 

“We as a community have been 
hypnotized into believing in this 
counter-intuitive hate crime law. 
The real goal is to get justice, and 
these new laws aren’t going to do 
it,” said Dobbs. “Thankfully I think 
people are beginning to open their 
eyes and see the bigger picture.” 

To Greenspan, hate crimes laws 
mean nothing if they aren’t backed 
up with sound policies to address 
homophobia and racism in general. 

“It’s not about whether you’re 
for or against hate crimes laws, 
but whether you support equal 


rights. If you’re not going to pass 
anti-discrimination laws then why 
bother supporting hate crimes 
laws?” she asked. “Without equal 
rights, these laws are empty.” 

In other words, before applaud¬ 
ing or supporting hate crimes leg¬ 
islation in a particular area, first 
one must take steps to overturn 
that region’s homosexual panic de¬ 
fenses and sodomy laws, and to im¬ 
plement equal rights for LGBT 
people and racial minorities. 

Progressive queer activists 
against or uncertain about hate 
crimes legislation by no means 
think that hate crimes are not dif¬ 
ferent from other crimes, nor do 
they advocate ignoring the prob¬ 
lem. What they do believe is that 
there is nothing preventative 
about the Hate Crimes Prevention 
Act currently in Congress or sim¬ 
ilar local laws around the country. 
What is needed, they say, are pro¬ 
grams that address the issues, not 
reliance on a system that has his¬ 
torically deemed our communi¬ 
ties unworthy, and certainly not 
legislation that adds “sexual ori¬ 
entation” to the books while im¬ 
posing upon other civil liberties. 
The challenge, they say, is to work 
for justice, not political gain. ▼ 
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Ruff relations threaten public space

I s San Francisco taking one 
more step toward becoming 
Manhattan, or do dog owners 
still have a reason to stay in this 
city? Tensions are escalating at the 
hot puppy spots around town, 
and changes abound for off-leash 
areas, threatening public access 
even at our community’s beloved 
spaces like Eureka Valley Recre¬ 
ation Center and Dolores Park 
It’s a familiar story: one or two 
people encounter an obnoxious 
person who happens to have a dog, 
and suddenly all dogs are to blame 
for an isolated incident. Or some¬ 
body steps in feces, and rather than 
install doggie clean-up bags or ad¬ 
dress the human waste problem, 
the city spends thousands of dol¬ 
lars to build fences that separate 
the canines from the men. 

Community input and realistic 
solutions are often ignored when 
it comes to the dogless versus the 
animal guardian, and Castro 
dwellers say nowhere is this more 


apparent than in the recently pro¬ 
posed changes at Eureka Valley. 
EVRC’s proposal, issued July 13, is 
effective as a “trial run” immedi¬ 
ately, with community input 
scheduled for the end of August as 
well as mid-October before be¬ 
coming finalized. The good news 
is, dogs now have an official off- 
leash area. The bad news is, it is 
fenced in, has limited hours, and 
is not as large as the athletic area 
commonly used for pet-romps. 

Under the proposal, EVRC’s 
pooch-popular baseball field will 
be renovated and enclosed with 
fencing, and will be off-limits to 
dogs. An off-leash area will be de¬ 
veloped on top of the existing ten¬ 
nis court, and will be open from 6 
a.m. to 10 p.m., seven days a week. 
Dogs must be on-leash on their 
way to and from the area. Also 
proposed - and long overdue in 
this town - is the installation of 
doggie bag sites for clean-up. 

“I think everyone’s happy,” 
Mitch Thompson, athletic director 
of EVRC told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “Now, dogs actually have an 


area where they are allowed to run, 
and everyone has their own space.” 
But because dog owners were 


never penalized in the past for 
using the athletic fields, the move 
will be cause for adjustment, as 


going from unlimited running to 
a penned-in space on top of as¬ 
phalt is hardly a satisfying frolic. 

What’s more, according to 
Collingwood resident Eric Ciasul- 
lo, the recreation department’s 
plan completely ignores the 
changing demographics and 
wishes of the community, not to 
mention the fact that the baseball 
field is rarely used. 

“They have invested $50,000 in 
their field of dreams,” said Ciasul- 
lo, “without recognizing that there 
are fewer children in the commu¬ 
nity, and that those that do live here 
do not use that field for baseball. 
Given the changing dynamics of 
the community, it would be wise 
for the parks department to actual¬ 
ly collect utilization data. But since 
the department staff makes its liv¬ 
ing from things like athletic fields, 
I doubt they would report the uti¬ 
lization honestly and accurately.” 

To Ciasullo, the city should just 
scrap the $50,000 and chalk it up 
to experience, then develop the 
field as a multi-use space.

“Fifty grand is nothing com¬ 
pared to the million dollars 
they’ve wasted trying to get the 
soccer field correct in Dolores 
Park,” Ciasullo said. The Dolores 
Park soccer field is what moved 
the Dolores dogs up toward the 
park benches, a compromise that, 
overall, has seemed to work. 

But recently a small but vocal 
group of people - many who dress 
in white and carry four-course din¬ 
ners through the park and simul¬ 
taneously complain of four-legged 
harassment - was able to bring the 
issue up for debate; the proposed 
changes at Dolores would relegate 
the furry ones to a small pen next 
to the Dolores tennis courts. This, 
too, is a far cry from the current 
land of the free, where mutts and 
Shar-peis alike rule the grassy knoll 
and a special dog-size fountain 
christens the landscape. 

The Dolores Park controversy 
has become so heated that it may 
eventually wind up before the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors. 
The fight is enough to make one 
leash-toting resident consider 
leaving the city that was once 
“open to all.” 

“If they want to turn this town 
into New York, where owners are 
ticketed, and dogs are limited to a 
six-foot pen, I may as well go 
there,” the man said at a discus¬ 
sion of concerned pet guardians. 
“Why should I stay here when the 
perks of this city are slowly being 
rescinded? I may as well go where 
there’s good food and all-night ex¬ 
citement, all else being equal.” 

Another woman said that there 
has been little effort on the part of 
anti-dog forces to work out a 
compromise. Instead of setting 
off-leash hours, for instance, dog 
foes immediately jump to wanti¬ 
ng to build small cages. 

“We can work harder at re¬ 
specting their children and fami¬ 
lies, but what about ours?” she 
said. “They don’t realize that the 
dogs are our families.” 

For Ciasullo, off-leash wars 
miss the point entirely. 

“Nobody seems to get that, in 
the winter, when these fields are 
flooded, we’re the ones who use 
these parks on a daily basis,” he 
said. “It’s not about dog versus 
human, it’s about human social¬ 
ization in the context of exercising 
our dogs. We’ve built a communi¬ 
ty here. We know our neighbors in 
ways that haven’t happened in 
Castro in last 25 years, and that 
should be celebrated by the city 
and parks department.” ▼

ZERIT® (stavudine), in combination with other antiretroviral agents, is indi¬ 
cated for the treatment of HIV-1 infection (see CLINICAL STUDIES). 

CLINICAL STUDIES 

Combination Therapy: The combination use of ZERIT is based on the results of clin¬ 
ical studies in HIV-infected patients in double- and triple-combination regimens with 
other antiretroviral agents. 

One of these studies (START 1) was a multicenter, randomized, open-label 
study comparing ZERIT (40 mg BID) plus lamivudine plus indinavir to zidovudine 
plus lamivudine plus indinavir in 202 treatment-naive patients. Both regimens 
resulted in a similar magnitude of inhibition of HIV RNA levels and increases in CD4 
cell counts through 48 weeks. 

Monotherapy: The efficacy of ZERIT was demonstrated in a randomized, double¬ 
blind study (AI455-019, conducted 1992-1994) comparing ZERIT with zidovudine 
in 822 patients with a spectrum of HIV-related symptoms. The outcome in terms 
of progression of HIV disease and death was similar for both drugs. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

ZERIT is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity to stavu¬ 
dine or to any of the components contained in the formulation. 

WARNINGS 

1. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and 
severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have been reported 
with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including stavu¬ 
dine and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity 
and prolonged nucleoside exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should 
be exercised when administering ZERIT to any patient with known risk factors for 
liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients with no known 
risk factors. Treatment with ZERIT should be suspended in any patient who develops 
clinical or laboratoiy findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or pronounced hepato- 
toxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even in the absence of marked 
transaminase elevations). 

2. Peripheral Neuropathy: Peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, 
tingling, or pain in the hands or feet, has been reported in patients receiving ZERIT 
therapy. Peripheral neuropathy has occurred more frequently in patients with 
advanced HIV disease, a history of neuropathy, or concurrent neurotoxic drug 
therapy, including didanosine (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

PRECAUTIONS 

Information for Patients: Patients should be informed that an important toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Patients should be aware that peripheral neuropathy 
is manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in hands or feet, ana that these symp¬ 
toms should be reported to their physicians. Patients should be counseled that peripheral 
neuropathy occurs with greatest frequency in patients who have advanced HIV 
disease or a history of peripheral neuropathy, and that dose modification and/or discon¬ 
tinuation of ZERIT may be required if toxicity develops. 

Caregivers of young children receiving ZERIT therapy should be instructed 
regarding detection ana reporting of peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be informed that when ZERIT is used in combination with other 
agents with similar toxicities, the incidence of adverse events may be higher than 
when ZERIT is used alone. These patients should be followed closely. 

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infection, and that 
they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with HIV infection, including 
opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised to remain under the care of a 
physician when using ZERIT. They should be advised that ZERIT therapy has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of 
ZERIT are unknown at this time. 

Patients should be informed that the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) recommend that HIV-infected mothers not nurse newborn infants to reduce 
the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

Drug Interactions: Zidovudine may competitively inhibit the intracellular phos¬ 
phorylation of stavudine. Therefore, use of zidovudine in combination with ZERIT 
is not recommended. (See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY.) 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: In 2-year carcino¬ 
genicity studies in mice and rats, stavudine was noncarcinogenic at doses which 
produced exposures (AUC) 39 and 168 times, respectively, human exposure at the 
recommended clinical dose. Benign and malignant liver tumors in mice and rats and 
malignant urinary bladder tumors in male rats occurred at levels of exposure 250 
(mice) and 732 (rats) times human exposure at the recommended clinical dose. 

Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli reverse mutation, or the 
CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene mutation assays, with and without 
metabolic activation. Stavudine produced positive results in the in vitro human 
lymphocyte clastogenesis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse 
micronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency of chro¬ 
mosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations of 25 to 250 pg/mL, 
without metabolic activation) and increased the frequency of transformed foci in 
mouse fibroblast cells (concentrations of 25 to 2500 pg/mL, with and without 
metabolic activation). In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clasto- 
genic in bone marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures (based on 
Cmax) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy “Category C”. Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C max ) up to 399 and 183 times, 
respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day and have revealed no 
evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fetuses of a common skeletal variation, 
unossified or incomplete ossification of sternebra, was increased in rats at 399 times 
human exposure, while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A 
slight post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure with 
no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human exposure. An increase in early 
rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) occurred at 399 times the human expo¬ 
sure, while survival of neonates was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human 
exposure. A study in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through 
the placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half the 
concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and well-controlled 
studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always 
predictive of human response, stavudine should be used during pregnancy only if 
clearly needed. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of preg¬ 
nant women exposed to stavudine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral 
Pregnancy Registiy has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients 
by calling (800) 258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is 
excreted in milk. Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in nursing infants. 
Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving stavudine. 
This instruction is consistent with the Centers for Disease Control recommenda¬ 
tion that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal 
transmission of HIV infection. 

Pediatric Use: Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence 
from adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with additional phar¬ 
macokinetic and safety data in pediatric patients. 

Adverse events that were reported to occur in 105 pediatric patients receiving 


ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adults: ZERIT therapy has been associated with peripheral neuropathy, which can 
be severe, is dose related, and occurs more frequently in patients being treated with 
neurotoxic drug therapy, including didanosine, in patients with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion, or in patients who have previously experienced peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be monitored for the development of neuropathy, wnich is 
usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. Stavudine- 
related peripheral neuropathy may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some 
cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the dose (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). If neuropathy recurs after 
resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of ZERIT should be considered. 

When ZERIT is used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the 
incidence of adverse events may be higher than when ZERIT is used alone. Patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine may be at increased risk for adverse 
events such as pancreatitis, peripheral neuropathy, and liver function abnormali¬ 
ties. (See WARNINGS and PRECAUTIONS). 

Selected clinical events that occurred in adult patients receiving ZERIT in a 
controlled monotherapy trial (Study AI455-019) are provided in Table 1.

Observed During Clinical Practice: The following events have been identified during 
post-approval use of ZERIT (stavudine). Because they are reported voluntarily 
from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These 
events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of 
reporting, causal connection to ZERIT, or a combination of these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, allergic reaction, and chills/fever. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), hepatitis and 
liver failure. 

MusculoskeletaP myalgia. 

Nervous- insomnia. 

Pediatric Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory abnormalities in pedi¬ 
atric patients were similar in type and frequency to those seen in adult patients. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended daily dosage 
revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic overdosage include peripheral 
neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. Stavudine can be removed by hemodialysis; the 
mean ± SD hemodialysis clearance of stavudine is 120 + 18 mL/min. Whether 
stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis has not been studied. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The interval between doses of ZERIT should be 12 hours. ZERIT may be taken 
without regard to meals. 

Adults: The recommended dose based on body weight is as follows: 

40 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

30 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

Pediatrics: The recommended dose for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 
kg is 1 mg/kg/dose, given every 12 hours. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater 
should receive the recommended adult dosage. 

Dosage Adjustment: Patients should be monitored for the development of 
peripheral neuropathy, which is usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in the feet or hands. These symptoms may be difficult to detect in young children 
(see WARNINGS). If these symptoms develop during treatment, stavudine therapy 
should be interrupted. Symptoms may-resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. 
In some cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the recommended dose. 

20 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

15 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

If neuropathy recurs after resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of 
ZERIT should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- ZERIT may be administered to adult patients with impaired 
renal function with adjustment in dose as shown in Table 6.

Since urinary excretion is also a major route of elimination of stavudine in pedi¬ 
atric patients, the clearance of stavudine may be altered in children with renal 
impairment. Although there are insufficient data to recommend a specific dose 
adjustment of ZERIT in this patient population, a reduction in the dose and/or an 
increase in the interval between doses should be considered. 

Hemodialysis Patients- The recommended dose is 20 mg every 24 hours 
(>60 kg) or 15 mg every 24 hours (<60 kg), administered after the completion, 
of hemodialysis and at the same time of day on non-dialysis days. 

Method of Preparation: 

ZERIT (stavudine) for Oral Solution 

Prior to dispensing, the pharmacist must constitute the dry powder with puri¬ 
fied water to a concentration of 1 mg stavudine per mL of solution, as follows: 

1. Add 202 mL of purified water to the container. 

2. Shake container vigorously until the powder dissolves completely. Constitution 
in this way produces 200 mL (deliverable volume) of 1 mg/mL stavudine solution. 
The solution may appear slightly hazy. 

3. Dispense solution in original container with measuring cup provided. Instruct 
patient to shake the container vigorously prior to measuring each dose and to 
store the tightly closed container in a refrigerator, 36° to 46°F (2° to 8°C). Discard 
any unused portion after 30 days.

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Gay Republicans in conventionland

M cceptance does not come 

> ^ easy for gay Republicans, 
mm but still, it is coming at the 
national convention in Philadel¬ 
phia. While that party’s embrace of 
gays is decidedly less enthusiastic 
than that of Democrats, it is help¬ 
ful to remember just how much 
things have changed in the GOP. 

“We didn’t even have rhetoric 
in 1992,” said David Greer, presi¬ 
dent of the Pennsylvania chapter 
of Log Cabin Republicans. He was 
not counting the anti-gay vitriol 
spewed from the Houston dais by 
Pat Buchanan. “In 1996 we only 
had neutrality,” Greer continued. 
“This year we have inclusion.” 

Eighteen openly gay delegates 
and alternates are accredited to 
this confab, up from five in 1996. 
Presidential candidate George W. 
Bush met with a delegation of gay 
supporters in April. And he chose 
Dick Cheney as his running mate 
even after learning that Cheney’s 
daughter Mary, 31, is a lesbian. 

Mary Cheney was beside her fa¬ 
ther during the opening session of 
the convention. And according to 
the online Druge Report, the Bush 
campaign fully expects her to be on 
stage on Thursday night with all of 
the candidates’ family members. 

“It is one of the most exciting 
things to have taken place,” said 
Rich Tafel, executive director of Log 
Cabin Republicans. “Had Bush 
been afraid of the social conserva¬ 
tives, I’m sure he wouldn’t have se¬ 
lected Cheney. And Cheney himself 
could have said no if he were afraid. 
All of those are good signs for us, 
they point to a level of comfort.” 

The surprising thing is that 
neither the media nor the reli¬ 
gious right have made a big deal 
about it, though Mary Cheney has 
not exactly been made widely 
available to the press. 

Some speculate that the cam¬ 
paign does not want to divert at¬ 
tention from the candidates. And 
Tafel suspects that the right is 
finding out, “It is one thing to at¬ 
tack legislation, quite another to 
attack a daughter and a family” 
while they are in the same room. 

The Bush campaign and plat¬ 
form chair Wisconsin Governor 
Tommy Thompson had the great¬ 
est control over the subcommit¬ 
tee’s draft, said Carl Schmid, an 
openly gay alternate delegate from 
Washington, DC. “To their credit, 
it deleted most of the anti-gay 
statements contained in the 1996 
platform,” he said. 

But the rank and file members 
who control many state organiza-

tremely close to her father and fierce¬ 
ly loyal to the family, Salon reported. 

“I think Mary’s biggest contribu¬ 
tion is with Coors,” Chopnik said. 
“She opened corporate America’s 
eyes and developed trust in other 
people, especially here in Denver.” 

Mary Cheney’s visit to San Fran¬ 
cisco last fall was not her only Bay 
Area appearance.

tions, particularly in the south, as 
well as the full platform commit¬ 
tee, are far to the right of the pres¬ 
idential ticket. They inserted 
strong language opposing “special 
rights” and gays in the military, 
and praised both the Defense of 
Marriage Act and the Boy Scouts. 

The Bush team was more con¬ 
cerned with maintaining party 
unity on controversial issues such 
as abortion and gay rights than it 
was with words on paper. It chose 
a course of least resistance. 

Its actions seemed to endorse 
the sentiment of columnist Jim 
Pilkerton, a moderate who served 
in the Reagan administration. He 
wrote, “increasingly, platforms are 
to politics what those ‘DO NOT 
REMOVE UNDER PENALTY OF 
LAW’ tags are to pillows: some¬ 
thing that’s always there, even 
though nobody quite knows why.” 

“What we are going to have to 
live with is a Bush administration, 
not an administration of these 
platform people,” said Tafel. 

Kolbe speaks 

The announcement that unas¬ 
suming Jim Kolbe (R-Arizona), 



the only openly gay Republican 
member of Congress, would speak 
at the convention drew the wrath 
of far right loonies. 

From that bastion of homo¬ 
phobia, Cincinnati, Phil Burress, 
chairman of Equal Rights not Spe¬ 
cial Rights, sent a letter to RNC 
Chairman Jim Nicholson calling 
for Kolbe’s arrest for engaging in 
sodomy. Burress offered no evi¬ 
dence for arrest other than the fact 


that Kolbe is “a self-described ho¬ 
mosexual,” according to Burress. 

Cathie Adams, president of the 
Eagle Forum of Texas and a mem¬ 
ber of the convention platform 
committee told the Fort Worth 
Star Telegram that Kolbe’s selec¬ 
tion “is a quota ... This is being 
done to pander to the homosexu¬ 
al agenda.” She said that inviting 
the congressman to speak contra¬ 
dicted the “pro-family” plank of 
the platform. 

“Apparently some Republicans 
don’t feel safe in their homes with 
Kolbe talking about NAFTA 
[North American Free Trade 
Agreement] in prime time,” wrote 
Houston Chronicle columnist Julie 
Mason. She recounted his military 
service in Vietnam and the medal 
of honor he was awarded. 

Some members of the Texas 
delegation even began talking of 
sending a message to Bush in a 
“quiet way” by walking out during 
Kolbe’s speech, Tarrant County 
party chairwoman Pat Carlson told 
the Arizona Republic. “I think it is 
appropriate if we get a speaker like 
that who is not representative of 
most of the delegate’s beliefs.” 


But the Bush campaign was 
sending messages of its own. 
“They are not going to tolerate 
any shenanigans from the right, 
they really have been shutting 
them down,” said Tafel. “It is real¬ 
ly quite amazing.” 

Michelangelo Signorile, a 
columnist with Gay.com, said that 
both gays and the right have been 
shoved into the closet by cam¬ 
paign operatives. 

So when Kolbe stepped to the 
podium, there was no walkout. A 
few members of the Texas delega¬ 
tion, seated on the floor of the 
arena directly in front of the speak¬ 
er’s dais, took off their cowboy hats 
and bowed their heads in prayer. 

The congressman intoned, 
“Through free trade, we have ex¬ 
ported our principles, as well as our 
products, sharing America’s freedom 
and democracy with the world.” 

He clearly is not a master ora¬ 
tor and is not accustomed to using 
a TelePrompTer to read speeches. 
Nor did his topic of foreign trade, 
of which he is an acknowledged ex¬ 
pert, rate high on the scintillation 
meter. But Jim Kolbe did his part 
to earn a footnote in history. ▼

, and one such Bay Area 
couple recently introduced their 
daughter to their church. Though 
not news in and of itself, the event 
goes to show that lesbian and gay 
families are just like heterosexual 
families, and that’s the point. 

When their first child was 9 
months old, Donna and Margaret 
Sequeira resolved to bring Mollie 
to the church they both belonged 
to, the Unitarian Universalist Fel¬ 
lowship of Redwood City - and did 
so with great pride at a recent ser¬ 
vice that they designed themselves. 

The result is one more experi¬ 
ence for a girl who had been con¬ 
ceived with the women’s plans, 
careful resources, and help of 
modern medical science, and the 
blessings of a contemporary, lib¬ 
eral church all firmly in mind. 

Lesbians who have been to¬ 
gether for six and a half years, 
Donna, 38, and Margaret, 33, have 
been preparing for this family cre¬ 
ation since 1998. Though they 
have chosen not to identify the 
man who provided the sperm, 
they have a strong psychological 
reason: elimination of any possi¬ 
ble claim to parenthood by any¬ 
one else and at the same time, a 
strengthening of the bond be¬ 
tween the two of them, and giving 
the child a means for fixating par¬ 
enthood on them equally. 

Of course, care was taken to guar-

antee that the contributing male’s 
sperm was healthy, and as a matter 
of fact, had been in observed storage 
for six months as a precaution. 

Though reactions of Donna’s 
and Margaret’s parents contrasted 
considerably at first, both families 
now accept the couple’s relation¬ 
ship and their granddaughter. 

As friends and relatives grew 
accustomed to their relationship, 
such traditional events as baby 
showers were given for Margaret 
and Donna prior to Mollie’s birth. 

When asked about Mollie’s ed¬ 
ucation, both women were firm 
on the value of a strong church 
presence in the child’s life. Mollie’s 


presentation to the Unitarian 
Church in June was a beginning of 
that presence. The women expect 
that their daughter will attend 
public school. 

Donna and Margaret experi¬ 
ence the customary reactions of 
others - of varying acquaintance. 
The most difficult one is the ques¬ 
tion of “Which one is the ‘real’ 
mother?” They have learned the 
factual but diplomatic answer, 
something along the lines that they 
are both Mollie’s “real” mother. 

Having and raising Mollie is a 
rewarding experience, and Donna 
and Margaret plan on having 
more children in the future. ▼

will be arranged in tracks dealing 
with themes including media, 
health concerns, the Internet, spir¬ 
ituality and religion, and youth 
and gender issues. Organizers aim 
to provide a venue for both bisex¬ 
ual activists and organizers, and 
for those doing research and theo¬

Second gay men’s 
health confab spawns 
regional gatherings

JJ ealth providers, activists, 
1MJ and others gathered in 

I Boulder, Colorado last 
month for the second Gay Men’s 
Health Summit. Over 400 individ¬ 
uals - including two dozen 
women - came from 37 states and 
a handful of countries to partici¬ 
pate in over 100 workshops and 
programs. 

“Last year’s summit had more 
discussion of what the issues 
were,” said Harold Levine, a New 
York-based consultant for 
SmithKline Beecham. “This year 
had more ‘how-to,’ more 
specifics.” 

The focus on leadership train¬ 
ing and organizing skills was in 
anticipation of the regional and 
local gay men’s health gatherings 
planned for next year. 

“The rubber really hits the 
road on a local level,” Levine said, 
“through physicians, community- 
based health care organizations, 
clinics, AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions.” 

“People came together eager to 
do some local organizing,” said 
author and activist Eric Rofes. 
“Over the next year, summit par¬ 
ticipants will blanket the nation 
with gay men’s health projects like 
we went coast-to-coast with HIV 
prevention projects in the mid- 
1980s.” 

Healthy People 2010 

Healthy People 2010, the feder¬ 
al government’s agenda on health 
and prevention objectives, re¬ 
ceived particular attention with a 
plenary session and several relat¬ 
ed workshops. 

Marty Rouse, assistant to De¬ 
partment of Health and Human 
Services Secretary Donna Shalala, 
said the main reason he came to 
the summit was to explain Health 
People 2010. “The document 
comes out every 10 years as a 
health prevention plan for Amer¬ 
ica, and this is the first time sexu¬ 
al orientation has been added to 
the list.” 

“Being included in this docu¬ 
ment means that federal and local 
governments must address our 
health concerns and alleviate 
health disparities based upon sex¬ 
ual orientation,” said Randall Sell, 
assistant professor at Columbia 
University’s Mailman School, of 
Public Health. 

During the plenary, audience 
members responded angrily to is¬ 
sues they said were overlooked in 
the report, citing the absence of 
needle exchange, condom distrib¬ 
ution in prisons, and the exclusion 
of gay men and lesbians from spe¬ 
cific categories such as cancer. 

“This is the same federal ad¬ 
ministration that insisted on yet 
more research on needle exchange 
and then did absolutely nothing 
when the research was provided. 
What makes us think that the late 
addition of the category of sexual 
orientation is going to make HHS 
have any more spine when it 
comes to politically tricky ques¬ 
tions of what we do in bed,” asked 
Richard Elovich, former director 
of HIV prevention at Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis and an organizer of 
needle exchange in New York City. 


“Furthermore, the inclusion of 
sexual orientation alone without a 
question about sexual practices 
misses the point when we know 
tens of thousands of homosexual- 
ly active people - particularly 
young blacks and Latinos - don’t 
identify as gay.” 

Rouse defended the document, 
saying “This is a long, long 
process. I’ve already traveled to 25 
cities, I came to the Gay Men’s 
Health Summit, and because of 
that, the community is more 
aware of this document than any 
other community. We’ve done 
that because the secretary under¬ 
stands this is a new area, and peo¬ 
ple weren’t ready for it.” 

“It’s easy to point the finger at 
Bill Clinton or Donna Shalala or 
their gay representatives at the 
summit,” said Rofes. “But it’s 
much harder to face the facts 
about gay men’s own pathetic 
health organizing of the past 
decade and admit that - while it’s 
so important that we’ve built an 
infrastructure and lobbying 
groups to fight HIV - we’re tragi¬ 
cally unfocused, under-resourced, 
and unprepared to tackle other 
health challenges at the federal 
level. 

“If Healthy People 2010 is not 
the document we want it to be, it’s 
because we have not created the 
multi-issue, multicultural gay 
men’s health movement to force 
the feds to include gay men of all 
colors in a central way,” he said. 

Focusing on specifics 

“The Gay Men’s Summit is 
very valuable,” said longtime AIDS 
researcher Vickie Mays, a psychol¬ 
ogy professor at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, “because 
it allows you to become very fo¬ 
cused on what the issues are for 
gay men and to move forward on 
a gay men’s health agenda. I was 
quite excited by the work that was 
being done on developing a black 
gay male health agenda.” 

A special all-day intensive for 
men of color was organized at the 
Summit by members of MOCHA 
(Men of Color in HIV/AIDS) 
2000, a gay men of color project in 
Chicago, funded by the Office of 
Minority Health. 

Rashad Burgess, director of 
MOCHA, said “We did a session 
around building leadership in gay 
men of color communities, one 
on substance use and models of 
addiction, and one on gay youth.” 

A coalition of African Ameri-

can gay men came together dur¬ 
ing the summit and drafted a 
black gay men’s health agenda. 
“Our objectives are to increase the 
health and welfare of black gay 
men, the development of health 
and social indicators, gather data 
to show comparisons and changes 
in black gay men’s health,” Burgess 
said, “and to raise the quality of 
health care for black gay men, 
whereby they receive the best of 
the best health care.”

ACT UP/Philly greets 
Bush at GOP convention

O n Monday, July 31, the open¬ 
ing day of the Republican 
National Convention in 
Philadelphia, members of ACT 
UP/Philadelphia dropped a giant 
30 by 75 foot banner from a high¬ 
ly visible location on a downtown 
billboard. 

The action took place because 
activists are demanding that pre¬ 
sumed GOP nominee George W. 
Bush take a stand against high 
drug prices that result in the 
deaths of millions of people with 
HIV in Africa and elsewhere 
around the world. Activist Julie 
Davids said that Bush should pub¬ 
licly support the production of 
low-cost, generic AIDS drugs in 
developing nations. 

The banner covered the entire 
billboard, next to the Schuykill 
River and local Highway 676, and 
caused a delay in rush hour traffic 
as motorists gawked. The banner 
read: BUSH AND DRUG COM¬ 
PANY GREED KILLS - GENER¬ 
IC AIDS DRUGS FOR AFRICA 
NOW! It was placed over an exist¬ 
ing billboard ad at 6:57a.m. Mon¬ 
day morning, at the start of the 
GOP convention. 

ACT UP/Philadelphia is wide¬ 
ly credited with forcing significant 
change in U.S. trade policy after 
the group targeted the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration with a series of zaps 
and major demonstrations. Those 
actions included numerous dis¬ 
ruptions of the first several 
months of Vice President A1 Gore’s 
campaign appearances. “We 
thought it was time to target Bush 
as well,” said Davids. Davids point¬ 
ed out that several key Bush back¬ 
ers hold a significant portion of 
Third World debt and have been 
pressuring poor countries to meet 
payments at the expense of health¬ 
care and AIDS spending. “Bush’s 
supporters are the slumlords of 
Third World debt,” said Davids. 

After several months of an¬ 
nouncements from President 
Clinton, Gore, and U.S. Trade Rep¬ 


resentative Charlene Barshefsky, 
Clinton issued an executive order 
this spring. The order halted the 
U.S. government’s routine practice 
of levying sanctions against sub- 
Saharan nations that pursue 
World Trade Organization options 
to manufacture generic versions of 
expensive patented medicines, as 
well as shopping around the 
globe to import drugs at 
the best world price. 

Given the Bush ( 
campaign’s ties with 
major drug companies, 
activists fear that if he’s 
elected, a drug industry- 
backed Bush administra¬ 
tion will reverse 
Clinton’s execu¬ 
tive order. “With 
23 million 
African lives at stake, AIDS drugs 
for Africa must become a campaign 
issue for Bush as well as Gore,” stat¬ 
ed ACT UP/Philly’s Paul Davis. 

Another Philly activist who has 
been following the Bush cam¬ 
paign is Katie Krauss. “Pharma¬ 
ceutical companies have come 
under increasing fire for high 
prices globally. Even though 
African nations account for only 
[a small percentage] of the global 
pharmaceutical market, drug 
companies have pulled out their 
fat wallets to stop self-sufficient 
manufacture of generic drugs,” 
Krauss said. 

Krauss thinks the drug indus¬ 
try does not want citizens of rich¬ 
er countries to learn the fact that 
pills cost just pennies to manufac¬ 
ture while greedy profits costs 
lives. “The love affair between 
Bush and the drug companies is 
heartbreaking for people with HIV 
here and in Africa,” she added. 

According to recently pub¬ 
lished reports, Bush is looking to 
appoint Deborah Steelman, his 
top healthcare advisor, to the 
powerful position of secretary of 
health. Steelman is a leading in¬ 
surance and drug company lobby¬ 
ist. Her firm, Steelman Enterpris¬ 
es, received $3 million in one year 
from insurance firms and drug 
companies and has contributed 


substantially to the Bush cam¬ 
paign. 

In March, a Washington D.C. 
consumer group, Public Citizen, 
cried fowl saying Steelman had a 
conflict of interest as being both a 
member of the National Medicare 
Commission and running a drug 
company lobbyist firm. 

Krauss said that she finds Steel¬ 
man to be particularly alarm¬ 
ing. “Basically what we 
have here is a situation 
where the drug compa¬ 
nies will gain significant 
control over government 
healthcare spending if 
Steelman were appointed 
following a Bush 
campaign win,” 
she said. 

Krauss regu¬ 
larly refers reporters to a Philadel¬ 
phia Inquirer article that links 
Steelman, Bush and an extramari¬ 
tal affair between Steelman and 
Bakersfield Congressman Bill 
Thomas (R-California). Steelman 
has been heavily involved in Re¬ 
publican plans to block Medicare 
drug reimbursements for the dis¬ 
abled, PWAs, and the elderly. Yet 
Steelman is now attracting negative 
press to the Bush campaign due to 
her political sex life. 

So far, Bush has been silent on 
AIDS as governor and presidential 
candidate. And Bush’s track record 
on AIDS in Texas has angered peo¬ 
ple with HIV across the country. 
Despite the high number of AIDS 
cases, state programs are chroni¬ 
cally underfunded. State Repre¬ 
sentative Glen Maxey, founder of 
Texas AIDS Treatment Data Net¬ 
work and AIDS Services of Austin, 
stated that Bush is “Absent, nonex¬ 
istent, AWOL” on AIDS. 

Activists also charge that Bush 
has ignored a federal waiver to 
rescue the frequently bankrupt 
Assistance Program in Texas, 
which provides life-saving AIDS 
drugs to low income Texans. The 
waiver does not require state 
funds, but does require Bush’s sig¬ 
nature; the waiver remains un¬ 
signed. The program also suffers

Things you should know about VIRACEPT VIRACEPT is generally 
well tolerated. People treated with VIRACEPT may experience some side 
effects; the most common is diarrhea. Diarrhea of moderate or severe 
intensity occurred in about one out of five 
people in clinical trials. 

Some common medications and some HIV- 
related medications should not be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Protease inhibitors, including 
VIRACEPT, may interact with cholesterol¬ 
lowering drugs. Talk to your doctor about any 
prescription or non-prescription drugs you are 
taking. For some people, protease inhibitors have been associated with 
the onset or worsening of diabetes mellitus and hyperglycemia, changes 
in the distribution or accumulation of body fat, and increased bleeding 
in patients with hemophilia.

Information for Patients About VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 

Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication'and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor’s care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is VIRACEPT and how does it work? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV) infection. Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T 
cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of 
CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which 
is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly 
reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should be aware, however, that 
the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant 
increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs reduces 
the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

Does VIRACEPT cure HIV or AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
VIRACEPT are not known at this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still 
develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the 
number of infections or other illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should or should not take VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is 
appropriate for you. In making your decision, the following should be 
considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you 
must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or 
pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become 
pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 
years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed 
with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how to take 
VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia 
have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long-term health 
effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Can VIRACEPT be taken with other medications? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a 
prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine® (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 
Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 


• Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, 
or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of 
Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it 
less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral 
contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor about 
possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and VIRACEPT 
together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra such as low 
blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting more than 4 
hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should seek immediate 
medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor 
can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering drugs 
Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zorcor® (simvastatin) because of possible drug 
interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your 
doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing drugs with 
VIRACEPT. 

How should VIRACEPT be taken with other anti-HIV drugs? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will also 
depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now 
taking place to learn about the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 
Sustiva'" (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

What are the side effects of VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical studies, 
about 14-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 
There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less 
than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may 
have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the illness 
itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in 
patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those 
who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 


How should I take VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you 
are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give 
VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 
The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
overtime. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss 
a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take your 
next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) taken 
two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended 
dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times 
daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered either in tablet 
form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

*1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

tl level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring 
teaspoon used for dispensing medication should be used for measuring 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your Pharmacist to make sure you have a 
medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, 
soy formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding 
or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full 
dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic foods or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a bitter 
taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has been 
prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your doctor, 
nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

How should VIRACEPT be stored? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and stored at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away 
from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat and 
moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call 1.888.VIRACEPT

Ward 5A in urgent need of volunteers

H J1 jf e’re looking for volun- 
W ' ' teers for the AIDS ward,” 
W H said Renee Cibulka, exec¬ 
utive director of volunteer pro¬ 
grams at San Francisco General 
Hospital on Potrero Street. “We’re 
in desperate need.” 

At the height of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic, the world renowned ward 
had as many as 80 active volun¬ 
teers on hand at any one time, and 
although there are not as many 
people with AIDS requiring hos¬ 
pitalization nowadays, Cibulka 
said that Ward 5A needs just as 
many volunteers now. 

“They’ve burned out,” said Alan 
Selby, a 16-year volunteer on the 
ward, in explanation for the precip¬ 
itous decline in volunteerism at the 
county hospital, which has been 
named the best AIDS hospital in 
the country by U.S. News & World 
Report for seven years running. 

Using a buddy system, Selby 
helps to train new volunteers who 
simply spend time with patients,, 
talking with them, making them 
more comfortable by bringing them 
water, going to the pharmacy to 


pick up their medications, and 
other small errands. They also es¬ 
sentially become patient advocates, 
and often help alert the nursing staff 
to any potential health problems. 

But Selby and Cibulka said the 
reasons for the drop-off in volun¬ 
teers at 5A are more complex than 
the familiar syndrome of AIDS 
burnout. For one, the economy is 
up, giving potential volunteers 
more disposable income to use in 
their free time. In addition, ad¬ 
vances in HIV therapy in recent 
years have lessened many people’s 
sense of urgency around AIDS in 
many areas, which is likely shrink¬ 
ing the pool of potential donors, 
as well as volunteers. 

Many of the patients receiving 
care at 5A today are indigent; 
there is a much higher proportion 
of intravenous drug users and 
prostitutes, for example, than 
there was just a few years ago. 

“I think it’s attributable to the 
changing face of AIDS,” said 
Cibulka of the drop-off in volun¬ 
teers. “The face of the population 
has changed.” 

Additionally, though the ma¬ 
jority of inpatients are still people 
living with AIDS, 5A is no longer 


strictly an “AIDS ward.” Today, 5A 
is also providing care for oncology 
patients, which could also be dis¬ 
couraging to volunteers who may 
have been motivated solely by a 
desire help people with AIDS. 

The staff at 5A seeks to enlist 
three volunteers each for three 
daily shifts in the morning, after¬ 
noon, and evening. Shifts last from 
two to four hours each. At mini¬ 
mum, according to volunteer co¬ 
ordinator Kimberly Reilly, about 
20 volunteers are needed immedi¬ 
ately to help ensure that people re¬ 
ceiving care at 5A are comfortable 
and, at the very least, do not feel 
alone during their medical crisis. 

“We’ve always counted on 
them in the past, and we’re confi¬ 
dent they’ll be there for us now,” 
Cibulka said. 

Ward 5A also needs donations 
for its Patient Care Fund, used to 
pay for non-medical items for pa¬ 
tients in need, ranging from a 
stuffed animal to emergency trav¬ 
el for a patient’s family.

There was a strong emphasis at 
this year’s summit on talking 
across boundaries - between gen¬ 
erations, between races, between 
gay men and lesbians. 

“There’s been a tendency to 
position the gay health discussion 
as the AIDS dinosaurs versus the 
new, holistic thinkers on gay 
health,” said Daniel Wolfe, author 
of Men Like Us: The GMHC Com¬ 
plete Guide to Gay Men's Sexual, 
Physical and Emotional Well Being . 
“For lots of us, this summit was 
powerful precisely because it 
moved beyond ideological postur¬ 
ing to let us talk about a new vi¬ 
sion of gay health, to draw on 
lessons of the women’s move¬ 
ment, or the pre-AIDS health 
movement, as well as the history 
of HIV organizing.” 

Wolfe facilitated several work¬ 


shops, including “Never Forget: 
Memory, Gay Cultures and the 
Generation Gap” and “Homespun 
Health: Reports From The Front 
As It Was Back Then.” 

Shane Snowdon, LGBT re¬ 
sources coordinator at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco, 
helped facilitate “What is Our Rela¬ 
tionship to the Women’s Health 
Movement and What Should it Be?” 

“It was a pleasure to talk with 
a group of men so respectful of 
the women’s movement and its 
accomplishments,” she said. “As I 
mentioned in the workshop, I 
heard more praise for the feminist 
health movement at Boulder than 
I have at women’s meetings, where 
all too often we focus on how 
much remains to be done and 
where we’ve gone astray.” 

Other workshop topics includ¬ 
ed holistic approaches to health 
care, substance use and party cul¬ 
ture, gay life and health over 40 
and under 30, suicide and eating 


disorders among gay men, cyber¬ 
sex and its impact on real-life sex, 
and issues among gay people in 
rural areas. 

“It was amazing to watch the 
five days unfold,” Rofes said. “Now 
the hard work of linking local 
communities and getting them to 
expand health work with gay men 
beyond HIV/AIDS begins. I’m 
convinced people left Boulder 
ready to galvanize activism and 
program-development work in 
their local communities.” 

A national lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al and transgender health summit 
was discussed for 2003. Local or¬ 
ganizers have made tentative plans 
for a San Francisco summit next 
fall. T

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Lowest lane

t’s playing out like a classic tale 
of folklore: the evil robber 
barons, motivated by pure 
greed, sell a popular business, 
evicting a community of mi¬ 
norities. 

But the scenario, while 
cliche, is as real and cruel 
as the current Bay Area cli¬ 
mate of bloated rent hikes 
and dot-com takeovers. 

At a City Hall hearing of the 
Housing and Social Pol 
icy Committee Tues¬ 
day, August 1, over 200 
concerned community 
members faced off 
against one evasive 
representative of the foreign- 
owned Kintetsu Enterprises Co. of 
America, owners of the popular 
Japantown Bowl, where gays, les¬ 
bians, and many other members 
of San Francisco’s diverse com¬ 
munity have enjoyed the alley for 
24 years. 

A Japanese railroad conglom¬ 
erate which also owns the Miyako 
Hotel and other businesses in 



Japantown, Kintetsu is acting in a 
swift and utterly confounding 
manner, according to some com¬ 
munity members who regularly 
bowl there. Kintetsu plans to per¬ 
manently shut down the bowling 
alley before selling it, without 
providing any recreational substi¬ 
tute for the thou¬ 
sands of people who 
use it each year. 
Despite efforts to “quiet¬ 
ly” pay off employees and 
rush through the Sutter 
Street building sale four 
months ago, word 
spread quickly among 
bowlers and Asian 
American residents of 
the popular district. 

At a passionate 
July 26 community meeting orga¬ 
nized by Japantown Bowl’s neigh¬ 
bors, the Japanese Cultural and 
Community Center of Northern 
California, several hundred people 
also showed up to express their 
outrage and concern about the 
impending September 20 closing. 

“A lot of people feel there’s 
nothing we can do about it, but 
it’s not sold,” said Christopher Hi-

rano, director of community de¬ 
velopment for the JCCCNC. 
“Until it’s sold there’s no reason to 
close it.” 

The JCCNC had attempted to 
propose to buy the building, or 
ensure that whoever buys it keeps 
the bowling alley open. Represen¬ 
tatives from Bank of America had 
even advised the center’s commit¬ 
tee on a loan plan.

But after abrupt and short¬ 
term talks, Kintetsu rejected their 
proposal outright, according to 
Hirano. 

, But at the August 1 City Hall 
hearing before Supervisors Mabel 
Teng, Sue Bierman, Alicia Becer- 
ril, and Michael Yaki, things took a 
different turn. (An avid bowler, 
but not on the committee, Yaki as¬ 
sisted in the hearing.) 

Colin Gomez, general manager 
of Kintetsu, claimed that it was the 
JCCCNC panel that rejected their 
proposal. Several heads shook no 
as Gomez rattled off the only tes¬ 
timony supporting the closure. 
“After watching the business de¬ 
cline,” Gomez said, “we no longer 
see it as a viable business.” 

“But several news articles say 
it’s turning a profit,” said Yaki. 

“Yes, it is,” Gomez admitted. A 
half million dollars a year, in fact. 
Gomez admitted that Japantown 
Bowl is making money through 
admissions, rentals, concessions, 
and leases. Not enough for Kintet¬ 
su, which stands to make millions 
from the building sale. 

Gomez claimed that the bowl¬ 
ing alley “did not meet expecta¬ 
tions” in the past 10 years, and 
falsely claimed that participation 
in bowling has decreased over the 
past few years. 

JCCCNC’s Hirano provided 
facts to dispute that; 50.6 million 
people in the U.S. alone bowl reg¬ 
ularly. In Japantown, bowling also 
brings in millions of dollars to 
restaurants, parking, shops, and 
nearby businesses. 

The testimony of Paul Osaki, 
JCCCNC’s executive director, pas¬ 
sionately refuted Gomez’s claims 
that the center did not provide a 
strong proposal. 

“We matched what Kintetsu 
asked [a buyout of $6.7 million] 
in our proposal,” Osaki said. “We 
ask that no demolition start until 
a study is done. How much more 
can we eliminate rec centers be¬ 
fore we have nowhere to go? Our 
community is not a Monopoly 
board.” 


Hit hard 

Like many recent real estate 
purchases in Bay Area, Osaki 
called the selling price of the 
building “way overpriced.” Kintet¬ 
su was laying its claim on the 
highest outside corporate bid, 
which Osaki considered unfair to 
a fledgling community center 
concerned with maintaining a sta¬ 
ble atmosphere of safety and so¬ 
cial outlets for growing youth and 
senior communities. Teng agreed 
that community needs have to be 
balanced with economic poten¬ 
tial. 

Bierman expressed what many 
in the non-bowling community 
may be feeling. “It caught me by 
surprise. It really shocked me,” she 
said of how people take such a fa¬ 
cility for granted. 

But while all the supervisors 
expressed a sentiment toward the 
majority, no actual resolutions 
were made to prevent the in¬ 
evitable sale and closure. 

Nevertheless, many who 
showed up for the hearing will 
continue to fight. In the past two 
months, the cities of Carson and 
Cupertino saved their neighbor¬ 
hood centers from closing by 
passing local legislation. 

Adolphus Thomas, past presi¬ 
dent of the California State Bowl¬ 
ing Association, also countered 
Gomez’s claims. If bowling is de¬ 
creasing, he said, “It’s not because 
people don’t want to bowl, but 
that space is diminishing. Anoth¬ 
er tragedy is about to happen.” 

What was so impressive about 
the hearing was the number of 
youth present, so many that they 
had to Fill a second room and 
watch the proceedings on televi¬ 
sion. 

James, a youth director at 
Japantown Bowl, who’s been 
bowling for 10 years, collected the 
first 1,000 signatures on a petition 
protesting the closure. “This is hit¬ 
ting us hard,” he said. 

Many other community mem¬ 
bers voiced varied perspectives on 
the cruelty and stupidity of such a 
change. Seniors harkened back to 
the World War II days of Japanese 
internment camps. Middle-aged 
people recalled the troublesome 
era of messy San Francisco devel¬ 
opment in the 1970s and 1980s, 
when several hundred people 
were displaced in Chinatown to 
make room for a still-vacant lot, 
what one woman called “a hole in 
the ground.” 

Debate still continues over 
what, if anything, can be done to 
slow or halt the potential decima¬ 
tion of the Bay Area’s unique in¬ 
door bowling space. Many im¬ 
plored the panel, chaired by Teng, 
to demand an assessment study. 
Others suggested the city buy the 
property, or offer a deal with Kin¬ 
tetsu.

Other newspaper reports allege ~ 
that a sale may have already oc¬ 
curred, something that Gomez re¬ 
fused to admit or deny at the hear¬ 
ing. 

It’s been said that the entire 
building will be gutted and con¬ 
verted into a private corporation. 
The offices will possibly be filled 
with computer servers for a num¬ 
ber of dot-com companies, with 
few employees, and faux-Asian 
(but not Asian-owned) boutiques 
or shops on the street-level en¬ 
trance. George Yamasaki, one of 
the identified investors in the sale, 
called for “Japanese-oriented” 
businesses. 

Kintetsu refuses to provide a list 
of entirely who they will sell - or 
have sold - to. Among the investors 
are Yamasaki; Brian Black, a schol¬ 
ar currently living in India; and 
Tom Esperance, an accountant and 


property manager. None of these 
investors appeared at community 
hearings and meetings. 

GLBT bowlers 

Among the 50 speakers were 
gay and lesbian longtime bowlers. 

“The gay and lesbian leagues 
provide a really important social 
place outside of bars,” said Carol 
Hull, who wore a fashionable 
bowling pin necklace. “We also 
helped distribute over $200,000 to 
bowlers and other people with 
AIDS” through benefits held at 
Japantown Bowl. 

Hull proposed a zoning vari¬ 
ance to include recreation as a de¬ 
finition of the property use, some¬ 
thing currently lacking in the 
property’s definition. She also put 
forth the concept of a variance to 
allow construction to move above 
or below the bowling alley. 

Christopher Johnson, vice 
president of the Sydney 2002 Gay 
& Lesbian Bowling League that’s 
training for competition at Gay 


Games VI, wore a team T-shirt 
with bold pink triangles, and men¬ 
tioned how few leagues in the Bay 
Area have such a facility. Like oth¬ 
ers, he questioned Kintetu’s elusive 
behavior. “Why have the condi¬ 
tions been kept so secretive?” 

“We’ve attracted bowlers from 
around the world for our tourna¬ 
ments,” Johnson said. “I encour¬ 
age the board to look at this, the 
last major bowling center in San 
Francisco.” 

Like softball, bowling is one of 
the first organized gay and lesbian 
sports in the world. Many say it 
started in San Francisco. 

Also in attendance was longtime 
bowler Miguel Thurman, who 
noted that GL leagues have already 
begun to emigrate to other lanes in 
the Presidio, Serra Bowl in Daly 
City, and as far away as Pacifica. 

The additional problem is that 
each of these facilities is only a 12- 
lane alley, while Japantown re¬ 
mains the only 40-lane alley in the 
entire Bay Area. With almost 30 


leagues that include GLBT people, 
“I can’t imagine them all finding a 
place,” Thurman said. 

This issue is lowest among the 
priorities of Kintetsu Enterprises 
Co. of America, whose prime ob¬ 
jective at the hearing was obfusca¬ 
tion. Even their name is mislead¬ 
ing, since the company is actually 
based in Japan. While claiming 
that it was a “painful decision,” 
Gomez called on the capacity 
crowd to “remember the 24 years 
in a good light.” 

Other community members 
spoke with varying levels of pas¬ 
sion and sensitivity, highlighting 
the crossroads between youth, se¬ 
nior, Asian and GLBT communi¬ 
ties that Japantown Bowl has 
served for over two decades. 

Kevin Morano had the lease on 
his pro shop (located in Japan¬ 
town Bowl) expire August 1, the 
day of his testimony. “I don’t 
know where I’ll be going,” he said 
with concern. 

A number of teenagers from 


several Asian communities men¬ 
tioned gay and lesbian bowlers as 
part of the community threatened 
by the unwanted closure of the 
alley. 

“We deserve more than this,” 
said teenager Tony Fu. “A lot of 
people will be mad; seniors, gays, 
lesbians, youth. It’s a big mistake.” 

Four Asian girls collectively 
stated how the bowling alley is 
one of few safe places for girls to 
meet and hang out. 

Andrew Hill, an African Amer¬ 
ican and recent graduate of 
Galileo High School, started a 
league at his school, and noted, 
“bowling teaches sportsmanship 
and community.” 

Fourteen-year-old Felix Fong 
put forth possibly the most touch¬ 
ing speech among the two-minute 
testimonies. “There is nothing like 
a kid’s face lighting up with joy 
after bowling for the first time,” he 
said. “This is a second home to us. 
Taking the alley away is like taking 
a piece of our hearts.” T

started this project,” Wolf said,

“People who 
were good storytellers ended up in 
the play,” Wolf said, “and people 
who had specific stories that I 
thought needed to be told. I inter¬ 
viewed Margaret Cammermeyer 
and Zoe Dunning, people who 
were in the media a lot in 1993, 
but I don’t portray them because I 
felt their stories had been told. 
What can make it very dramatic 
are those people who fear being 
exposed but still have a burning 
desire to tell their story.” 

Light work 

Before Another American took 
over his life, Wolf, 37, had a tradi¬ 
tional acting career. In fact, he 
helped fund his three years of re¬ 
search from what he saved as a 
regular on TV’s Guiding Light. 
Even then, he wasn’t much for the 
closet. 

“When I was in Guiding Light, 
I was in Party at the same time,” he 
said. “I just know that for me to be 
creative artistically and to help in 
my own small way to change the 
world will make my life so much 
more full than any questions 
about being the closet.” 

Wolf discovered theater grow¬ 
ing up in suburban New Jersey,

where he appeared in a communi¬ 
ty theater production of Godspell 
with Tom Cruise. “What do I say? 
He was very charming,” Wolf said. 

Wolf, who has been partnered 
with playwright Robert Westfield 
for four years, was reluctant to talk 
about his coming-out process, 
afraid that it would distract from 
the message of this play. He did 
say that it was a slow and difficult 


adjustment for his parents, but 
also that they are now big fans of 
Another American. 

Sometimes Wolf wonders why 
the political mission of this piece 
has fallen to him. “I wasn’t very 
political, but I did double major in 
both political science and theater,” 
he said.

' n the military, “Don’t Ask,

Three years in development 
and based oq interviews with 200 
Americans, Another American: 
Asking and Telling opened in New 
York last year to positive reviews. 
One of the people who saw it was 
Ed Decker, artistic director of the 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter. 

“Ed talked to me after the 
show, and he really wanted me to 
bring it to San Francisco,” Wolf 
said. “We kept talking it over for a 
period of months, and he was very 
persistent. And I knew I wanted to 
do it in as many places as possible, 
because it’s an election year.” 

In the one-man play, opening 
this week at New Conservatory, 
Wolf portrays 18 men and women 
whose lives have been touched in 
some way by the government’s 
policies on gays in the military.

Down with the ship 

' Titanic' tanks in SF

L ooking like a woebegone 
bus-and-truck tour of Any¬ 
thing Goes, the Broadway 
musical Titanic has arrived in San 
Francisco in embarrassingly re¬ 
duced circumstances. The aggres¬ 
sively bland sets are dirty and 
wrinkled and flap in the breeze, 
and yet this is supposed to repre¬ 
sent the maiden voyage of the 
greatest ship the world had ever 
known. 

You can make all the noise you 
want about how elaborate sets can 
distract from the show itself, and 
that’s what the advance team was 
spouting, but some shows obvi¬ 
ously need distractions. On its 
own, Titanic is a homogenized 
bore. 

While the second (post-ice¬ 
berg) act generates some interest 
thanks to the inherent drama of 
the situation, it hardly makes up 
for the dreary exposition that 
comes before it. Peter Stone’s book 
skitters predictably through a 
cross section of crew and passen¬ 


gers, and Maury Yeston’s songs are 
little more than musical mush. 

Nobody in the cast is very bad 
and nobody is very good, though 
there is scant chance for anyone to 
prove themselves in these shallow 
waters. 

The most memorable mo¬ 
ment, albeit it inadvertently so, 
comes at the climatic conclusion 
of the first act, as the mighty ship 
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Doomed sailors in Titanic

HI!if ^ at a s Y ner g istic master- 

stroke Jonathan Moscone 
» w has pulled off at . the Cali¬ 
fornia Shakespeare Festival. With 
his appointment as artistic director 
earlier this year, he made only one 
change to the previously arranged 
schedule, but it turns out to be dev¬ 
ilishly clever in his execution of it. 

Moscone, the son of the late San 
Francisco mayor, deleted Titus An- 
dronicus and replaced it with Rosen¬ 
crantz and Guildenstern Are Dead. 
Tom Stoppard’s maniacally enter¬ 
taining play is best appreciated with 
recent exposure to Hamlet, the play 
from which its title characters have 
been plucked from relative obscu¬ 
rity, and Cal Shakes obliged with a 
robust and distinctive production 
of said Dane drama. 

Working with the same sets, re¬ 
painted in harshly contrasting col¬ 
ors, some of the same'idiosyncrat- 
ic costumes, and several of the 
same actors, Moscone makes a 
good-natured travesty of Karin 
Coonrod’s staging of Hamlet. The 
new artistic director, who re¬ 
turned to the Bay Area from Dal¬ 
las, is making his own directorial 
debut with R&G, and it is an aus¬ 
picious showcase. 

Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
was Tom Stoppard’s first full- 
length play, and it displays his 
fierce wit along with a playful ac¬ 
cessibility that he would shed in 
such recent works as Arcadia and 
The Invention of Love. Stoppard 
uses his title characters not so 
much to make commentary on 
Shakespeare, though the Bard gets 
tweaked a bit, as much as for com¬ 
mentary on the meaning of life. 

In Stoppard’s imagination, 
Rosencrantz and Guildenstern are 
waiting for their own Godot. Their 
place in the universe is defined 
only by the parameters that Shake¬ 


speare provided for this pair of 
minor characters, and they crave to 
understand what lies beyond their 
limited roles. The humor is abun¬ 
dantly rich in their clumsy quest, 
but existential conclusions do not 
encourage a spiritually uplifting 
take on the human condition. 

If Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
are akin to Beckett’s Vladamir and 
Estragon, there is also something of 
Laurel and Hardy about them. Nei¬ 
ther terribly bright nor terribly 
brave, they reluctantly but obedi¬ 
ently follow the script provided 
them. Their role, as outlined by 
Shakespeare and ordered by the 
usurping King Claudius, is to jolly 
Hamlet, their former schoolmate, in 
order to find out what ails him. Bits 
and pieces of Shakespeare are inter¬ 
twined with Stoppard, as we see the 
title characters both in and out of 
their script roles. A sense of fore¬ 
boding follows them on their mis¬ 
sion, as if they knew what the title 
of their play holds in store for them. 

Sam Catlin and Liam Craig are 
not only terrific as, respectively, 


the bumbling Rosencrantz and 
the intellectually straining 
Guildenstern, they are also 
adorable. Patrick Kerr wonderful¬ 
ly returns as the hard-bitten Play¬ 
er King from Cal Shakes’ produc¬ 
tion of Hamlet. In a brash but suc¬ 
cessful move, Stacy Ross, who 
played Ophelia, is now an effective 
Hamlet, and even mimics some of 
her predecessor’s moves. 

R&G is Cal Shakes’ first pro¬ 
duction of a play by a living au¬ 
thor, and it is the perfect choice to 
pierce the all-Shakespeare dogma 
of recent seasons. Moscone, who 
has invigorated Cal Shakes as an 
artistic administrator, has now 
shown what he can do as a hands- 
on director. The results are most 
impressive. ▼

life,” Kittell added. 

For the show, Fogel and Kittell 
have created 14 songs in varied 
styles but that have their heart in 
rock music. 

“I’m not a show-tune queen at 
all,” said Fogel, who started out in 
the psychedelic rock band Alien 
Nation nearly 20 years ago, and was 
more recently in the band Enrique. 

The creation process began 
with a song title provided by Kit¬ 
tell that would inspire a composi¬ 
tion by Fogel and for which both 
would create the lyrics. 

“I would say things like, ‘This 
is Melanie’s “Brand New Key” 
with Def Leppard,”’ said Kittell, 
who began as a stand-up comic at 
Valencia Rose before getting inter¬ 
ested in musical theater. 

Grand illusion 

While their own forays into 
drag have convinced Fogel and 
Kittell that it is best left to others, 
they revel in showcasing it on 
stage. “There is something magical 
when you put a gender illusionist 
out there,” Fogel said, “because it 
challenges our stereotypes.” 

Fogel’s fascination with the 
merger of rock and drag began 
when his band Enrique per¬ 
formed in Above and Beyond the 
Valley of the Ultra Showgirls at the 
Transmission Theatre. “It was a 
quintessential girl-group rock ’n’ 
roll story,” Fogel said, “with a live 


band on stage and one real girl 
and two guys in drag. I just 
thought that this has to continue.” 

The result was the Tuck ’n’ Roll 
Players. They produced Cyberotica! 
at the Transmission Theatre, which, 
despite its name, was actually a 
cabaret-style rock club. Club Infer¬ 
no is being staged at the adjacent 
but much smaller Paradise Lounge. 

It’s a touchy subject with Fogel 
and Kittell. “The Transmission has 
gone dot-com,” Fogel said. “We 
wanted to do it at Finnochio’s, but 
they closed. Then we thought of the 
DNA, but it changed owners. We’re 
trying not to be bitter old queens, 
but what’s happening is very sad. I 
don’t think the city is being very 
supportive to creative people.” 

Although the Paradise can seat 
less than 100, Fogel and Kittell fig¬ 
ure the $12,000 in production 


costs will be recovered if an aver¬ 
age of 75 show up for each perfor¬ 
mance. They’re hoping a local 
promoter will see the show and 
offer them a bigger showcase. 

“It’s not just about money,” Kit¬ 
tell said. “It’s also about expression.” 

“I equate it with having chil¬ 
dren,” Fogel said. “This is our love 
child.” 

Once Club Inferno is up and 
running, Fogel and Kittell will start 
tossing around ideas for a new 
show. They have no idea what it 
will be, but, Fogel said, “You can bet 
it will have drag queens in it.” T

f you took in the Ho-Down 
I with Karen Black last month at 
H the Castro Theatre, you were 
reminded of one of the actress’s 
greatest roles: fictitious country 
superstar Connie White in 
Nashville. If you missed that 
event, rush down to the same the¬ 
ater this Saturday and take in Ms. 
Black, along with the perfect en¬ 
semble cast, which includes Ned 
Beatty, Geraldine Chaplin, Shelley 
Duvall, Barbara Harris, Michael 
Murphy and Keenan Wynn in 
Robert Altman’s masterpiece, 
which was his gift to the U. S. of A. 
on the eve of its Bicentennial. 

The country music communi¬ 
ty made its contempt for the Hol¬ 
lywood view of their capital clear 
when the film was released in 
1975. Nashville royalty were out¬ 
raged at the parody of their in¬ 
dustry. There were no real singing 
Stars and no familiar tunes, only 
“faux” versions of both. Many of 
the film’s stars, in fact, wrote their 
own songs, including Ms. Black, 
who told the story on stage last 
month of auditioning for director 
Altman with her own brilliant ode 
to the clueless, called “Memphis.” 
(“Well, I’d like to go to Memphis, 
but I don’t know the way... I’d like 
to start again tomorrow, but I 
don’t know what day it is...”) 

But the fact is that Nashville is 
only incidentally about a place in 
Tennessee. Nashville, the city, is 
just an excuse for a film about 
America toward the end of the 
20th century. It is more specifical¬ 
ly about fame and the search for 
it, mingled with the many neu¬ 
roses shared by millions of Amer¬ 
icans at a particular time in our

country’s history. Altman himself 
calls it a film about Washington 
and political assassination. The 
rich screenplay, by Altman and 
Joan Tewkesbury, in fact works on 
multiple levels, and much of it was 
ad-libbed by the actors. 

American patterns 

It is hard to know where to 
begin to describe the interlocking 
jigsaw puzzle of characters who 
populate Nashville in a sort of 
crazy-quilt American ronde. One 
of the hubs of the many overlap¬ 
ping circles is Keith Carradine’s 
promiscuous Tom, a singer who 
beds every attractive female char¬ 


acter in the film, and is so addict¬ 
ed to the chase that he repeatedly 
calls the next girl while the last 
one is still in his bed. (Carradine 
also wrote his own songs, winning 
an Oscar for “I’m Easy.”) His in¬ 
terlude with Lily Tomlin, who 
plays it straight in a touching role 
as Linnea, the gospel-singing 
mother of two deaf children, is af¬ 
fecting and unsettling. 

Tomlin’s fellow Laugh-In alum¬ 
nus Henry Gibson is cast against 
type as the diminutive-in-height- 
only king of country music, Haven 
Hamilton. But the real star among 
the ensemble cast is Ronee Blakley 
as the fragile blossom Barbara Jean, 


a beloved songbird who is clearly at 
the end of her emotional tether. 

Some of the more poignant 
scenes show mankind at its cru¬ 
dest. When the late Gwen Welles, 
as the naively untalented singer 
Sueleen (“I Never Get Enough”) 
Gay, is hired to perform for a 
group of lecherous men, she dis¬ 
covers only after she is on stage 
that she is there to strip, and not 
to sing. And Shelley Duvall, as a 
SoCal goofball, breaks her aged 
uncle’s heart by never quite find¬ 
ing the time between turning 
tricks to visit her dying aunt in a 
Nashville hospital. 

But most of Nashville is staged 
by Altman with a wink and a sly 
avuncular fondness for his charac¬ 
ters. Along with his other stream- 
of-consciousness masterpiece of 
the 1970s, A Wedding, the film 
takes an unflinching but still kind- 
hearted look at American manners 
and morals. They are both miles 
away from his later work, such as 
the ’90s’ dark and cynical The 
Player, or the mean-spirited Short 
Cuts. But Nashville lives on as the 
Great American Movie. 

The soundtrack has been re¬ 
leased for the first time on CD, and 
a DVD version of the film is now 
available for its 25th anniversary. T

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some word, some act that pushes 
us out of our ordinary response 
into something more than we 
ever thought possible.

England is full of people 
who’ve had enough. “It’s what 
you do about it that really counts. 
She could have done the decent 
thing. She could have done what 
decent people do. She could have 
filled her gently rounded belly 
with barbiturates, or flung her¬ 
self, with gay abandon, from the 
top of a tower block. They would 
have thought it sad, but not un¬ 
seemly.” 

But our Bella, the hero of this 
richly satisfying and darkly comic 
novel, decides to fight back, to 
stop those who think they can 
treat her badly, can threaten her, 
can dismiss her as less than 
human. 

Bella has to be pushed, of 
course, but when she pushes 
back, her actions are spectacular. 
When she decides to annihilate 
Timmy, her first target, the care 
she takes to do the job right is a 
joy to experience. “She felt an 
overwhelming and inexplicable 
desire to talk to him, to fill in the 
gaps, to humanise the one she 
was about to pulverise. ‘Well,’ she 
said brightly. ‘This is jolly, isn’t 
it?’ Small-talk was not her 
strength.” 

Planning is a strength, as is a 
willingness to take risks to get the 
job done, and a realization that in 
a world that requires every indi¬ 
vidual to be either a butcher or a 
lamb, she will be a butcher, and a 
good one. 

Dirty Weekend is a wonderful 
read, funny as hell and truly sat¬ 
isfying. If you’ve ever fantasized 
about doing in the one who did 
you wrong, this is the book for 
you. Bella is a woman of excep¬ 
tional courage and transcendent 
honor. Helen Zahavi has given us 
a hero for all time. Don’t miss 
Dirty Weekend. ▼

§ n the dark and bygone days 

when I was a “young adult,” 

the closest I came to books 
about lesbians was wondering 
just what was up with Nancy 
Drew’s sidekick, George, an ath¬ 
letic young woman with plenty of 
time for Nancy, and none for 
boys. Time passed, as it will, I got 
older, the great lesbian fiction ex¬ 
plosion occurred, and masses of 
gay and lesbian books were writ¬ 
ten, including books for children 
and teenagers. The trick now is 
finding them. 

Enter bibliographer Frances 
Ann Day, whose newest, Lesbian 
and Gay Voices: An Annotated 
Bibliography and Guide to Litera¬ 
ture for Children and Young 
Adults (Greenwood, $35), is an 
extraordinary compilation of 
books targeted to a younger au¬ 
dience. 

Lesbian and Gay Voices is 
more than just a catch 
all list of titles. To 
start, Day includes 
only recommend¬ 
ed titles, following 
guidelines which 
she sets out in the 
book. She pro¬ 
vides enough de¬ 
tail about each book so that 
adults can make informed choic¬ 
es about which books are just 
right for the young person in her 
or his life. As she explains in her 
introduction, Day also includes 
titles “written for librarians, edu¬ 
cators, parents, and other inter¬ 
ested adults... to help adults in 
their quest to support gay and 
lesbian youth.” This book is de¬ 
signed to be extremely user- 
friendly. Books can be located by 
author and title, of course, but 
also by topic. A resource guide, a 
bibliography and selected author 
biographies provide useful and 
usable information. 

The time when any of us had 
to fear being “the only one” ought 
to be long past, but for young 
gays and lesbians, the over¬ 


whelming heterosexuality of 
most, if not all, of the books they 
are given to read in school cannot 
help but make them feel isolated 
and different from everyone else. 

Day explains, “I wrote Lesbian 
and Gay Voices with a love 
for good books, re¬ 
spect for the diver¬ 
sity of all peoples, 
and hope for the fu¬ 
ture of young lesbian 
and gay people. While 
celebrating the 
power of stories 
to heal . and 
transform, I 
hope to stir the consciousness of 
a nation of adults and awaken 
empathy for young lesbian and 
gay people everywhere. 

“We owe young people and 
ourselves nothing less than the 
best possible world we can imag¬ 
ine. Let us take energetic action 
to get these wise and compas¬ 
sionate books into the hands of 
young people everywhere.” 

One place to start would be to 
buy a copy of this remarkable bib¬ 
liography and donate it to your 
local library or school. Lesbian and 
Gay Voices is a gift to readers young 
and old, one that has the power to 
change lives for the better.

Starstruck by Gary Lee Boas; 
Dilettante Press, $27.95 

I t’s rare that any book could be 
both an embarrassment and an 
embarrassment of riches, but 
such is the case with Starstruck, 
Gary Lee Boas’ collection of 
celebrity photographs taken from 
the mid-’60s to 1980. Boas, a life¬ 
long resident of Lancaster, Penn¬ 
sylvania, is out of the benign 
fan-as-stalker mold. His early fas¬ 
cination with movie stars led the 
young Boas to pick up his camera 
and lug a collection of books and 
fan magazines around with him to 
theaters, television shows, and 
premiers, seeking autographs and 
candid photos of the stars. His 
collection, which numbers over 
60,000 images, was reduced to 500 
for publication purposes. 

The embarrassing part of the 
book is how hackneyed and un¬ 
professional the photos are. Light¬ 
ing and composition are what you 


would expect from an obsessed 
fan working with lousy equip¬ 
ment, existing lighting, and no 
formal training as a photographer. 
Many of the photos are so out of 
focus, it is difficult to recognize 
the subject, and more than a few 
display eyes with the glowing red 
pupils that result from the use of 
primitive flash cameras. Many im¬ 
ages feature the author promi¬ 
nently, either with his arm around 
a celebrity or just within the same 
frame as a friend took the shot, lit¬ 
erally on the run. 

But the flaws of the pho¬ 
tographs are part of their charm. 
Although it’s easy to dismiss the 
book at first glance, leave it lying 
around and you’ll find yourself re¬ 
turning to it often, thumbing 
through the pages and reading 
some of the author’s reminis¬ 
cences about the subjects. There is 
a particularly wonderful and 
moving tribute from the author to 
the late Geraldine Page, as well as 
a couple of very over-the-top im¬ 
ages of the actress. Boas also re¬ 
lates the rather bizarre cama¬ 


raderie he developed with a 
post-Watergate Richard Nixon, 
and provides a surprising candid 
shot of Pat Nixon which may be 
the only time the woman ever ap¬ 
peared joyously happy and relaxed 
on camera. 

Interesting group shots of fel¬ 
low autograph hounds in New 
York are accompanied by an ex¬ 
planatory text which acknowl¬ 
edges just how weird these people 
were. Boas, who is gay, readily de¬ 
scribes himself as equally weird, 
but his observations about the 
relative naivete of the ’60s and 
’70s ring true. Boas and his ac¬ 
complices were not trying to 
make a fast buck or humiliate 
anyone for a tabloid publication, 
they were fans who just wanted to 
be close to someone famous and 
bask in the reflected glory. 
Michael Musto provides an intro¬ 
duction to this collection of pho¬ 
tographs, but the images speak 
for themselves. Strangely com¬ 
pelling and off-center, Starstruck 
is one of the year’s most unusual 
releases. ▼

Who was the most beautiful 
celebrity you ever met, male or fe¬ 
male? 

Putting my own sexual desires 
aside? Well, you see a Brad Pitt 
and he’s such a beauty, Matthew 
Caulfield is beautiful. John Eric 
Hexum was so beautiful, and so 
nice. There was like a sense of 
mourning among photographers 
when he died because he was so 
nice and so beautiful. Nicolette 
Sheridan, as far as women go, I 
saw her with no makeup and she 
was absolutely stunning. Priscilla 
Presley is also beautiful, her facial 
structure is so great it’s hard to 
take a bad picture. The same is 
true of Linda Evans. 

Who was the nicest? 

Currently, James Woods is one 
of the nicest people. He makes you 
feel like you’ve known him all 
your life. In the past, the celebri¬ 
ties had a different aura because of 
the way they were trained by the 
studios. Ann Miller still carries 
herself that way, you feel that 
sense of glamour. Of the old 
guard, they were all pretty nice 
unless they’re having a bad day or 
you caught them at the wrong 


moment. Jack Lemmon was al- 
ways'nice in the past, but now he’s 
a bastard. 

Who was the rudest to you? 

There were three: Jerry Lewis, 
Alan Alda, and Shirley Temple. 
Jerry Lewis told me to go fuck my¬ 
self; Alan Alda always says, “I don’t 
know you and you don’t know 
me, you just know what I do on 
screen, so I don’t owe you any¬ 
thing.” Shirley Temple was hon¬ 
ored at the Kennedy Center Hon¬ 
ors a few years back, and I was 
working as a press photographer 
— the PR people treat me well 
there. The word on the street was 
that she was behaving badly with 
everyone. In the press line, she just 
looked weird. She had fur on her 
face and it was protruding from 
beneath her pancake makeup. She 
had your basic five o’clock shad¬ 
ow, pumped up hair, and a really 
dated dress. She didn’t seem right 
in the head. 

On the second night, when 
they had the honors, I went down 
and she was leaving the party after 
the telecast. I grabbed a program 
for her to sign. She was walking 
toward the coat room, and I asked 
her, “Mrs. Black, would you please 
sign my program?” She said, “I 
don’t do that.” She walked by me, 
and I ran all the way across the 
building for my camera. When I 
got back, she was just putting her 
coat on, talking to Betty Comden, 
Adolph Green, Lauren Bacall, and 
Chita Rivera — all of whom I 
knew. I started talking to Chita, 
and then I turned around and 
asked Mrs. Black for a photo, and 
she said, “No, you’re tired.” I said, 
“You know what I’m tired of? I’m 
tired of you saying ‘no.’” She and

hits the towering iceberg. To sug¬ 
gest this awesome calamity, a tiny 
model ship, barely visible over the 
lip of the stage, is pulled across an 
empty stage. That’s it. You’d think 
at least that someone would toss 
an ice cube at the little toy boat. 

It reminded me of the scene in 
This Is Spinal Tap when the ridicu¬ 
lous heavy metal band must make 
do with a baby version of the epic 
Stonehenge set they thought they 
had ordered. Of course, in the 
movie, it was meant to be funny. 

There’s nothing funny about 


the fact that Titanic won Tony 
Awards for best musical and best 
score. It speaks not to the quality 
of Titanic but to sorry state of the 
musical theater — at least as pro¬ 
duced on Broadway. 

Stewart Laing also won a Tony 
for his set, which may have been 
fabulous on Broadway. That his 
name is still associated with the am¬ 
ateurish and unattractive designs 
on stage at the Orpheum seems like 
grounds for a recall vote. T

her husband and I had a 
five-minute verbal fight about it. 

Now that you have the book 
Starstruck, and a public exhibi¬ 
tion of your photos here in San 
Francisco — one that covers over 
30 years — how does it all come 
together for you? What do these 
photos mean to you now? 

I took them for granted, and 
they sat on a shelf for 30 years. At 
first when the gallery business 


came up, I was opposed to it. I 
didn’t take these photos for a pay- 
check, and I knew nothing about 
the art world. I fought them right 
up to the last moment, then when 
I saw the exhibition, I was so im¬ 
pressed with what they did.

the most appropriate venue, as 
they understood what I was trying 
to do. They weren’t ready to spon¬ 
sor us, but they gave us space. And 
this year we will be performing 
there again. It’s really quite an ex¬ 
perience, being out of doors, look¬ 
ing over Sonoma Valley, sur¬ 
rounded by nature under the 
stars. 

“My neighbor, Summer Lee 
Rhatigan, who dances with Lines

lencing a community of people, I 
thought this issue raised so many 
questions about where the gay 
movement is and what we want 
America to be as a society.” 

What helped give Wolf the 
final push to redirect his career 
came when he played the histori¬ 
cal figure Peter Bergson in a play 
called The Pariah. During World 
War II, Bergson tried to stir the 
American Jewish community 
about what was happening to 
their European brethren. 

“The American Jews were 
being told, don’t make too much 
noise or else you’ll stir up anti- 
Semitism,” Wolf said. “What I 
learned when I was playing that 
character was that whatever the 
rationales may be for being quiet, 


fj ’m not quite sure how he man- 
y ages to seem to be everywhere 
1 i at the same time. Besides filling 
the shoes of Ballet Master of the 
San Francisco Opera Ballet, 
Lawrence Pech is Artistic Director 
of his own troupe, the Lawrence 
Pech Dance Company.

|| s a performer, Chip Daniels 
• was noted for his lecherous 
/ H abandon. When he became 
a director, he was generally able to 
inspire similarly gutsy action from 
his cast members. Yet although his 
competently made, glossy features 
consistently delivered the sexy 
goods, they grew evermore depen¬ 
dent on plot and production val¬ 
ues. Recently, however, while on 
location in Europe, Chip became 
a personal friend and student of 
famed French pornographer Jean- 
Daniel Cadinot, whom he de¬ 
scribed in a newsletter as “an all- 
time directing idol.” The men 
forged an alliance in both business 
and art. With Cadinot generously 
sharing his filmmaking secrets, 
Chip’s filmmaking technique was 
greatly influenced. The result is 
Naval Escort, which, says 
Chip, “puts sex first, then 
the storyline second, for 
the first time.” 

So what’s Chip’s idea 
of a simplified story¬ 
line? Naval Escort opens 
with traumatic drama: 
for being 
gay, young 
Anton is 
thrown out 
of his home by an unforgiving fa¬ 
ther. The homeless boy is preyed 
upon by the^pimp/owner of an 
all-male “resort,” and put to work 
servicing the clientele. Anton’s 
boyfriend, Navy boy Buck Henry, 
goes AWOL to save the lad, and 
then undercover, fucking his way 
into the club’s employ. The pair of 
Military Police who’ve been dis¬ 
patched to arrest Brick infiltrate 
the joint by posing as homosexu¬ 
als — oh, the acts they are forced 
to commit in the line of duty! 

But Anton is having tons of 
fun as a whore, and doesn’t want 
to be rescued. He rejects poor 
Buck, who is dragged off by the 
MPs — one of whom promptly 
reveals he’s actually gay and has 
loved Buck from afar all along. So 
there’s a happy ending. The dis¬ 
owned Anton finds a new home in 
whoredom, Buck’s stint in the jail- 
house for going AWOL is softened 
by a guard who proffers a love 
more constant than he’s known 



before, and everybody — pimps, 
paying customers, whores, and 
MPs (everybody but Anton’s fa¬ 
ther, it seems) — has sex in such a 
myriad of combinations that 
it’s fairly hard to keep 
track of it all. 

Thank you for ask¬ 
ing, but that’s how 
, Chip puts plot in 
second place. It’s a 
lesson he learned from 
mentor, Cadinot, 
whose 
Street 
Boyz, 

you’ll re¬ 
call, had a plot something like this: 
hitchhiker gets picked up, has sex 
with driver. Repeat five or six 
times. In Cadinot, whose hitchhik¬ 
ers cum and go without emotional 
stakes or personal information to 
weigh them down, the action is 
driven by lust. But in Daniels, the 
action is driven by a series of emo¬ 
tional upheavals and reversals of 
fortunes which occur too quickly 
to be assimilated, much less be¬ 
lieved. Chip would like to jettison 
narrative, but he’s afraid; he’s only 
shortchanged it, not supplanted it. 

Pushing buttons 

Even so, Chip is right in one 
way. However extensive, his plot 
remains secondary to the sex. 
Naval Escort has ten sex scenes in 
just under one and three quarter 
hours, and pushes a rich assort¬ 
ment of major buttons. There are 
daddies and twinks, smooth and 
furry, cut and uncut; there are 
groups, slings, glory holes, and 


those Chip Daniels specialties: lots 
of open butt play with a positive 
frenzy of fingerbanging, plus dildo 
action, you bet. 

Young Anton is amazing: al¬ 
though Chip assures us he’s legal, 
he looks to be on the cotton candy 
side of 13. He’s a beautiful Nordic 
cherub, with slashing cheekbones, 
ice blue eyes and glacially blonde 
hair. His dewy asshole twinkles in 
the wildflower bed of his satiny ass 
like Glinda’s bubble. He’s angelic, 
vulnerable, innocent — and fucks 
like hell. He’s paired with a variety 
of players, the most impressive 
being Yuri, a Russian bruiser with 
a gangster’s ruggedly handsome 
mug, a bodybuilder’s. bosomy 
pecs, and a bulbous-headed cock. 
I loved the scene at the patio glory 
hole (and isn’t that a peculiarly 
South Florida sort of gay architec¬ 
ture: the patio glory hole) in 
which Yuri’s fat cock and bulging 
balls swell through a hole so small 
it chokes him off like a cock ring. 

And I’m particularly taken 
with brunet Kevin Bailes, a new¬ 
comer. As he lies back in a sling, 
entranced with his own hard-on, 
he plays perfect host to a swell as¬ 
sortment of dildos. The cast also 
includes a skinny kid with a skin¬ 
ny kid’s proverbial big dick that 
cums in a gusher, a humpy surfer 
dude, a massively hung Puerto 
Rican, a bit of street trade, and a 
gold-chained bedecked macho- 
braggart sort. As well as the fa¬ 
mously nasty Buck Henry. 

Yet although Chip has endeav¬ 
ored to put this raunchy cast’s sex 
first, what actually takes prece¬ 
dence is his editing, which in¬ 
trudes constantly upon the other¬ 
wise sensational sex. While 
Cadinot likes to keep his sex 
scenes dancing, he at least allows 
them to unfold. Chip’s Naval Es¬ 
cort, on the other hand, can be a 
jerky jitterbug. Too many of its sex 
scenes have little continuity, 
bumpy pace and abrupt endings. 
As incident piles up — This! and 
This! and also That! — initially 
intense scenes unravel. Lack of re¬ 
straint was becoming when Chip 
was a performer. But as a film¬ 
maker, it seems like he’s been se¬ 
duced by the tricks he can play 
with his editing toys. Hey, Chip — 
less is more. (www.Centaur- 
films.com) ▼

AfroSolo August 

F or seven lucky years now, the AfroSolo Theatre Company has 
been heating up the month of August with their “Afrosolo 
Arts Festival,” by now a much-anticipated event and one sig¬ 
nificantly contributing to the explosion of diverse, multicultural art 
now occurring in San Francisco. 

As artists with a commitment to social justice, AfroSolo organiz¬ 
ers makes a point of starting off their festival with a free public 
forum devoted to pressing community issues. They also structure 
an impressive day of free workshops aimed at giving struggling 
artists insights into fundraising and business organization, helping 
them to gain a surer footing in an otherwise slippery business. Fi¬ 
nally come programs of music, theater, spoken-word, and visual arts, 
reflecting AfroSolo founder Thomas Robert Simpson’s commitment 
to showcasing the best African American talents in the Bay Area. 

This year’s festival launches on Saturday morning, August 5, at 
the Center for African and African American Art and Culture (762 
Fulton St.) with a free community forum on the topic: “Black 
Artists on AIDS II: Joy in the Morning.” The keynote speaker will 
be Doretha Williams-Flournoy, director of the AIDS Project of the 
East Bay, and panelists from several other public-health agencies will 
then discuss and debate the issues at hand. 

Presenters include poet/musician Avotcja, who will perform 
“Somebody is Missing,” an uplifting work paying homage tQ those 
who have succumbed to AIDS, and photographer Duane J. Cramer, 
who will present powerful images of members of the Black Con¬ 
gressional Congress, as well as of prominent entertainers, who have 
consistently fought against HIV/AIDS and for the welfare of those 
afflicted with the illness, which has heavily impacted the arts com¬ 
munity in general and African American artists in particular. 

A visual arts exhibition has been installed at Genevieve Gallery in 
Z Space Studio (1360 Mission St.), featuring works by Tabetha 
Cameron, Duane Cramer, Keina Davis, Michael Ross and Malik 
Seneferu, curated by Kareema Morrison and Simpson. 

After a series of workshops on August 12 at Z Space Studio, the 
festival kicks into high gear with the Afrosolo Young Artists taking a 
turn in the spotlight, also at Z Space. Veteran performers take their 
turn beginning on August 23 at Theater Artaud, when 
composer/bassist Marcus Shelby displays his virtuoso musical skills, 
followed by performance artists including Alison Wright, who will 
be turning in a biographical study of Gladys Bendy, a cross-dressing 
blues icon of the Harlem Renaissance. 

The festival concludes on August 26 with gospel, jazz, and spiri¬ 
tuals performed in grand style by Mavis Staples and Paula West at 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts Theatre. ▼
